pharmacy in recent times is the educational cam- 
paign to minimise the risk of accidental poisoning 
in the home.

The value of this work depends upon its continuance. 
Results cannot be measured, but there can be no doubt 
that the educational campaign and the wide publicity 
given to it have already been effective. 


Pharmaceutical chemists individually perform an im- 
portant public duty in warning and safeguarding people 
about the dangers of the poisons and poisonous prepar- 
ations they sell. They have special knowledge and a 
particular responsibility in this regard. They are aware 
of the hazards; they recognise the importance of com- 
plying strictly with legal requirements; they are not 
unmindful of the fact that many of the articles they 
deliver into the hands of customers are capable of 
causing injury or death—potential dangers of which 
a customer may be ignorant if not warned; they realise 
that they have a legal as well as a moral responsibility 
in warning the customer, for in common law a person 
who delivers a dangerous substance or article, if he be 
specially skilled or trained in the handling of such 
substances or articles, is liable in damages if harm 
results from his failure to warn. 


There is, however, a wider aspect to the problem. 
Every year thousands of children are treated in public 
hospitals and doctors’ surgeries for accidental poison- 
ing. Most of the substances which cause these poison- 
ings are domestic preparations commonly used in the 
home and outside of the range of the various Poisons 
Schedules — articles frequently found in cupboards 
under kitchen sinks. 


Public authorities must assume a greater responsi- 
bility in relation to warning householders and others 
of the potential dangers of these substances. 


The prevention of poisoning campaign initiated by 
pharmacy has focussed public attention on the problem. 
Almost every daily and weekly newspaper has featured 
articles emphasising the dire consequences of careless- 
ness in handling and storing poisonous substances. 


Pharmacists have contributed valuable assistance in 
distributing educational leaflets. Directors of Public 
Health Departments have become interested in what 


they know to be an urgent and vital task. They have 
undertaken distribution of many thousands of booklets, 
and in some States are considering the establishment 
of Poisons Centres for accumulating and tabulating in- 
formation concerning the composition of preparations 
of a poisonous nature, antidotes, treatment, etc. 


In the U.S.A. many Poisons Centres have been set 
up and are functioning effectively. From these much 
could be learned by responsible authorities in this coun- 
try. The steadily increasing number of poisonings, par- 
ticularly of infants, is grim indication of the necessity 
for swift action. 


There is need also of an investigation of legal safe- 
guards. Existing laws are defective in that they do 
not require warning labels for many potentially dan- 
gerous substances capable of causing poisoning. 


The American Medical Association’s Committee on 
Toxicology, we learn from a U.S. publication—“Public 
Health Reports”—believes that harmful chemicals have 
been a major handicap to a successful attack on the 
problem of accidental poisoning. 


This Committee has drafted a model law for the 
precautionary labelling of hazardous substances in com- 
mercial, household and industrial chemical products. 


Principal requirements of this model law are:— 


Labelling of all chemical products containing 
hazardous substances that are not now regulated. 


Applications of the same labelling standards to 
chemicals for domestic use and for export. 

Prohibition of re-use of food and drug containers 
bearing their original labels. 

Identification and warnings for strongly sensitis- 
ing chemicals which cause allergic or inflammatory 
reactions in living tissue on contact. 


A significant departure in the new law is the de- 
letion of the word “poison.” Reference standards, based 
on animal tests, provide a more consistent and reliable 
index of poisonous properties than did the former label, 
according to the committee, not only because there are 
variations in existing legal limits for poison but also 
because there is a lack of agreement among scientists 
on a definition of the term. 
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Victorian Society to Launch Financial 
Appeal 


The Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria, which is 
sponsoring the building of a new College of Pharmacy, 
which will cost approximately £500,000, has decided to 
launch an appeal for financial aid. Preliminary ar- 
rangements are being discussed and a target has been 
set. 


The Society anticipates that a very substantial amount 
of money will be subscribed for the purpose of com- 
pleting and equipping the new College. To ensure as 
far as possible that the appeal will be a success, the 
expert direction of the Wells Organisations is being 
enlisted. 


Editor of “Nature” to Visit Australia 


The Chairman of the Nuffield Foundation Australian 
Advisory Committee, Mr. Colin Syme, has announced 
that Mr. L. J. F. Brimble, the Editor of “Nature,” will 
visit Australia in July and August under the auspices 
of the Nuffield Foundation. The Commonwealth Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research Organisation will meet his 
travelling costs within Australia. 


Since 1938 Mr. Brimble has been an editor of 
“Nature,” the leading journal in the English language 
dealing with recent advances in every field of science. 
In the last 12 months research workers from 49 coun- 
tries have published results of their work in “Nature.” 
Australia has submitted the third largest number of 
contributions. 


Mr. Brimble commenced his career after graduating 
from the Universities of Reading and London, as a lec- 
turer in botany at the University of Glasgow. He has 
always been interested in lecturing, and in this capa- 
city visited the University of Calcutta in 1945 and the 
University of Cairo in 1946. Recently he went to 
America to lecture at a number of universities. He 
has published a number of books on biological subjects 
and has edited several medical, scientific and educa- 
tional books. 


Mr. Brimble will spend five weeks in Australia from 
July 2, 1958. He will visit the main capital cities and, 
in addition, will travel through the country areas be- 
tween Newcastle and Armidale and Mount Gambier 
and Adelaide. 


The Association of British 
Pharmaceutical Industry (U.K.) 


Australia Takes Bulk of Exports 


The annual report of the Association of British 
Pharmaceutical Industry for the year 1957-58 indicates 
that the year was one of intense and sustained activity. 


Following prolonged and complex negotiations with 
the Health Department, an agreed scheme for the volun- 
tary price regulation of medical specialities in several 
categories of the Cohen Committee classification was 
brought into operation in June. 

The report states that recognition has been given to 
the need for industry to make its achievements and 
operations better known, and to this end has appointed 
a Public Relations Committee. 

It is of particular interest to note that the principal 
overseas markets for products of members of the Asso- 
ciation were Australia, with sales of £3.4 million; India, 
£2.9 million; and next in order, New Zealand, the Union 
of South Africa, Nigeria, the Irish Republic, Burma 
and China, each with exports of a value of over £1 
million. 

Reference is made to an official trade delegation from 
Queensland to the U.K. in April. The mission of this 
delegation was to investigate the possibilities of local 
manufacturers of pharmaceuticals. 

This report also stated that the Association in Lon- 
don had been in touch with the New South Wales 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Department of Health 
in Canberra regarding amendment of the draft Uni- 
form Poisons Schedules.

Raiser, president of the National Pharmaceutical Coun- 
cil and director of distribution, Smith, Kline & French 
Laboratories Inc., Philadelphia. 


Mr. George F. Smith, president of Johnson & John- 
son, New Brunswick, N.J., retired as chairman of the 
board of HNI on June 5, and took office as president of 
the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ Association, newly 
formed organisation resulting from the recent merger 
of the American Drug Manufacturers’ Association and 
the American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Smith remains on the board of trustees of 
the HNI. 


The Health News Institute, with offices at 60 East 
42nd street, New York, is a news and public relations 
medium sponsored by the pharmaceutical industry and 
co-operating with other segments of the health field. 


New Approved Names for Australian 
Drugs 


The British Pharmacopoeia Commission has recently 
issued approved names for three drugs which have 
been developed in Australia. The name of Professor 
F. H. Shaw figures prominently in the development 
of all of these drugs. 

The first drug has been given the name of “Poskine.” 
This is propienyl hyoscine, and has been developed for 
the treatment of travel sickness. The second drug is 
“Tacrine.” It is tetrahydro-aminacrine. This substance, 
which is a hydrogenation product of the well-known 
antiseptic aminacrine (also an Australian drug de- 
veloped by Professors Adrien Albert and S. D. Rubbo), 
is being used as an anti-curare drug. The third drug is 
“Tropigline,” which is tiglyltropine. This is an inter- 
esting substance, which has been used for its spasmo- 
lytic properties, both in the treatment of paraplegia 
and in some forms of spasticity in children. 

The total number of drugs for which approved names 
have been allocated, developed by Australian workers, 
is now seven. The four previous drugs are Aminacrine, 
Bemegride, Amiphenazole and Verazide, which are 
antiseptic, antibarbiturate, antimorphine and _ anti- 
tubercular substances respectively. 

The significance of the granting of an approved name 
is that to a considerable extent the drug obtains inter- 
national reputation. 

Approved names are corruptions derived from chemi- 
cal names. They must not indicate the disease or the 
symptoms of the disease for which the drug is in- 
tended. In effect, they become new words in the Eng- 
lish language, and consequently are not registrable as 
trade names. 


Two Sermons 


In this issue of the Journal we have published the 
sermon given by the Dean of Melbourne in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral at the Annual Church Service for members 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria on Sunday, 
June 8, 1958. 

This is the first occasion on which the text of a ser- 
mon has been published in this Journal. It is, there- 
fore, a coincidence that in the Pharmaceutical Journal 
for New Zealand for May 10, 1958, a sermon is pub- 
lished. This was the sermon preached in Christchurch 
by the Dean (the Very Rev. Martin Sullivan) on March 
16, when members of the New Zealand Chemists’ Guild 
in annual conference attended. 

This sermon was concerned with the question “What 
virtues make a good man?” 

Summarised, these were stated to be: 

1. Be hospitable, especially to the difficult ones. 

2. Give one another priority in honour. 

3. Respect another man’s scruples and be tolerant .

4. I am my brother’s keeper.

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PHARMACY’S NEW INTERNATIONAL POSITION 


The President of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain, Mr. D. W. Hudson, recently spoke at the annual 
dinner of the Liverpool Chemists’ Association. The 
theme of his address was the new position which phar- 
macy had attained in national and international affairs. 

The report appearing in The Chemist and Druggist, 
April 26, 1958, included the following passages:— 

Up to a few years ago the British Society was not seri- 
ously involved in any pharmaceutical developments or 
changes outside Britain. The picture was vastly different 
today. Many problems were common to most developed 
countries. 

Problems of that nature should not be resolved at 
home without careful consideration of the implications 
further afield. “The Society and its officers have always 
been ready to give help or guidance to the Dominion 
and Commonwealth countries whose societies have been 
very largely founded on our own, and with whom a very 
close bond has always existed. But in the post-war years 
in which many of the European pharmaceutical societies 
have been entirely reborn, the necessity of a more 
closely integrated policy on pharmaceutical matters has 
been much more obvious and much more urgent. The 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisation, the Western Euro- 
pean Union, the Hague Convention and the World Health 
Organisation all have extensive pharmaceutical signifi- 
cance and their own pharmaceutical representation on 
a national level, with much wider responsibility than 
merely agreeing on nomenclature and standards.” The 
structure of the International Pharmaceutical Federation 
was entirely reconstituted to meet more closely the needs 
of a reconstructed Europe and to make it a more effec- 
tive power for good in a world still torn with misunder- 
standing and mistrust. The scientific section had under- 
lined the international aspect of many of the pharma- 
ceutical problems of today. 

“The Franco-British Pharmaceutical Commission, with 
which both I and your own John Tristram have been 
associated for a number of years, continues its somewhat 
similar work with the encouragement and blessing of 
both governments. I am delighted that it has been pos- 
sible to arrange the Franco-British Pharmaceutical Con- 
gress in Scotland this year.” 

Importance of Overseas Visits 

In the past few years official representatives of the 
Society had had the opportunity of studying professional 
practice and teaching facilities and methods in India, 
Ceylon, Singapore, Australia, New Zealand, all central 
European and Scandinavian countries, Israel, Canada, 
and the United States. Little more than a year ago Dr. 
Harold Davis (chief pharmacist, Ministry of Health) 
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returned from Accra after a two months’ visit at the invi- 
tation of the Ghana Government. Mr. Hudson went on: 
“Quite recently I have been able to see for myself how 
important that mission was: to see a new Society founded 
and established on the pattern of our own—a new coun- 
try determined to accept no lower standards of profes- 
sional training and conduct than we.insist upon here.” 
Mr. Hudson added that in April or May he and Mr. F. W. 
Adams (a secretary and the registrar of the Society) 
and Professor Linnell (Dean of the School of Pharmacy, 
London University) would be going to Nigeria to give 
any help necessary in establishing the new School of 
Arts, Science and Technology at Ibadan. The Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Great Britain held a unique position, 
not because of its age and influence, but because it 
spoke for many pharmacists throughout the world who 
rg retained their membership and were justly proud 
of it. 


SIR ERIC ASHBY TO BE MASTER, CLARE 
COLLEGE, CAMBRIDGE 


Nature, April 12, 1958, had the following announce- 
ment, which will be of interest to many Australian 
readers. 

The Fellows of Clare College, Cambridge, have an- 
nounced their intention of electing Sir Eric Ashby into 
the mastership of the College on the retirement of Sir 
Henry Thirkill. Sir Eric, who has been vice-chancellor 
of The Queen’s University, Belfast, since 1950, was 
elected on March 13 into a Fellowship of the College. 
From the City of London School, Ashby went to the 
Imperial College of Science and Technology, where he 
later became a demonstrator in botany and, after two 
years in America as a Commonwealth Fellow, a lecturer 
during 1931-35. His next post was reader in the Univer- 
sity of Bristol until 1938, when he was appointed profes- 
sor of botany in the University of Sydney. The sea trip 
to Australia with a young family was so turbulent that 
Ashby swore never to return. Fortunately for the cause 
of education in Britain, the busy years that followed 
made him forget his resolve. Scarcely was he settled 
in Sydney when the Second World War made heavy 
demands upon him. 

He was chairman of the Australian National Research 
Council, 1940-42, and director of the Scientific Liaison 
Bureau, 1942-43, having conducted an inquiry for the 
Prime Minister into the enlistment of scientific resources 
in 1942. In 1945 he went to Moscow as Counsellor -and 
charge d’affaires at the Australian legation. His experi- 
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ences there are recounted in the Penguin book, “Scien- 
tist in Russia.” In 1946 he left Australia to become 
Harrison professor of botany and director of the Botani- 
cal Laboratories in the University of Manchester, where 
he remained until he went to Belfast as vice-chancellor. 
While continuing his interest in botany, Ashby has found 
time for many other activities, including the administra- 
tion of research, having been a member of the Advisory 
Council on Scientific Policy (1950-53), of the Advisory 
Council on Scientific and Industrial Research since 1954, 
and chairman of the Scientific Grants Committee since 
1955. Above all, he is well known as a writer, and 
thinker, on educational problems. 


THE NUCLEIC ACIDS AND HEREDITY 


Research by British Scientists Reveals Possible Theories 
on Evolution

There is one problem which has occupied a central 
position in the thoughts of biologists for many years. 
It is that of the continuity of life’s patterns. How is 
it that the parents can be seen again in their children, 
and this through generation after generation? The sculp- 
ture of ancient Greece is still seen in the forms of men 
and women today. 

When a bacterial cell divides, the daughter cells are 
identical to it and to each other. When a bacteriophage 
attacks a bacterium, the bacterium will die, but perhaps 
a hundred bacteriophages appear, each identical to the 
first. But at the same time, very slowly, living species 
change, evolve. How is the amazing constancy main- 
tained and how does the very slow evolution, super- 
imposed upon it, come about? 

Some Very Difficult Chemistry 

With the remarkable growth during this century in our 
understanding of the chemistry of living things it has 
become evident that these twin problems—heredity and 
evolution—must have explanations in terms of chem- 
istry, that is, at the molecular level; very difficult chem- 
istry it may be, but still chemistry. 

When a cell divides giving rise to two daughter cells, 
remarkable changes occur within it, particularly within 
the cell nucleus. Here threadlike objects, the chromo- 
somes, arrange themselves in a particular way; at one 
stage they double, then separate into two sets, and, when 
the whole cell divides, one set goes into each new cell. 

The science of genetics is firmly based on the well- 
established view that the chromosomes carry the new 
cell’s inheritance. Chromosomes seem to be composed of 
two things, protein and deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA). 
Much discussion and research has gone into the question 
of which is the genetic carrier. 

During the last few years, a feeling of certainy has 
grown that the responsible molecules are the nucleic 
acids. One reason is that in a living cell, while most 
of the constituent molecules are being broken down and 
re-formed, that is, are being metabolised, the DNA is 
an exception. It does not take part in the general meta- 
bolism; in this sense it is inert, the amount of it only 
increasing just before the cell divides. This is the kind 
of constancy we should wish for a genetic substance. 

As another reason we could cite the bacteriophages. 
They contain protein and nucelic acid. But the protein 
for the most part seems only to form the envelope en- 
closing the nucleic acid. When a cell is attacked by a 
*phage only its nucleic acid enters. 


New Knowledge on Structure 
But the realisation of the potentialities of DNA would 
have been less sure had it not been for the new know- 
ledge on the structure of these complicated molecules, 


much of which came from the research work of chemists 
and physicists in London and Cambridge. One kind of 
nucleic acid, the nuclear deoxyribonucleic acid, has been 
mentioned. 

Another kind, ribonucleic acid (RNA), is found in the 
nucleus and the cytoplasm of the cell. Both types con- 
sist of very long, thread-like molecules. 

Work in many countries has shown the basic com- 
ponents which, linked together, make up the nucleic 
acids. These are phosphoric acid, several nitrogen-con- 
taining substances known as purine and pyrimidine 
bases, and a sugar, ribose (in RNA) and deoxyribose (in 
DNA). Each of the components is complicated in itself 
so that the important problem of finding how they are 
joined together was a very difficult one indeed. 


General Formula 
We now know that a general structure for the nucleic 
acid molecules can be written in the form:

Much of the recent research which brought the earlier 
work to fruition was carried out by Professor Sir Alex- 
ander Todd and his colleagues. They showed, mainly by 
synthetic chemical methods, how the bases are linked to 
the sugar to give the nucleosides (B-S) and then how the 
phosphate is linked to the nucleosides forming the 
nucleotides (B-S-P). 

From a study of the nucleotides, a much clearer under- 
standing of their chemistry emerged and this in turn 
showed the precise way in which these units are linked 
together in the nucleic acids themselves. It seems quite 
certain now that both RNA and DNA are long molecules 
which have no branches. They consist of a sugar phos- 
phate (-S-P-) backbone to which are linked the bases, 
of which there are four principal ones. A nucleic acid 
from any given source can be analysed to find the pro- 
portions of each base present. 


Revealing Explanation 

In the case of DNA, which contains the purine bases 
adenine (A) and guanine (G) and the pyrimidines thy- 
mine (T) and cytosine (C), the remarkable observation 
was made that the amount of adenine was always the 
same as the amount of thymine and the same held for 
guanine and cytosine; but the ratio of, for example, 
adenine to guanine was quite far from one. The contri- 
bution of the physicists to the structure of DNA gave a 
surprising and revealing explanation for these base 


proportions. 
Molecular Flexibility 

Molecules are flexible and, particularly in large mole- 
cules, the constituent atoms or groups of atoms can take 
up many different orientations—as we now say, the mole- 
cule can have many possible conformations (in German, 
the expressive “constellation”). But some are more 
favoured than others. This was the case with DNA. 
When looked at in the electron microscope, they ap- 
peared as very narrow and rather rigid rods. Much more 
detail could be seen when they were studied by the 
methods of X-ray crystallography. 

These experiments and their intepretation carried out 
by Dr. Crick and Dr. Watson and by the late Dr. Rosalyn 
Franklin and her colleagues showed that the rods were 
actually composed of two nucleic acid chains wound 
round each other in a helical fashion. As af analogy 
be might think of two long springs screwed into each 
other. 

Moreover, the sugar-phosphate backbones formed the 
outside of the double helix. The bases lay inside, point- 
ing towards each other, each base on one chain being 
held weakly to a corresponding base on the other chain. 
A model showing a small part of a DNA molecule, which 
reveals clearly the very beautiful complex structure, is 
to be seen at the Universal and International Exhibition 


in Brussels. 
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Bold Suggestion 

Remembering the peculiar base ratios found by the 
chemists, Watson and Crick made the bold suggestion, 
still to be proved, that an adenine on one chain could 
only be “paired” with a thymine on the other, and simi- 
larly a cytosine only with a guanine. The two chains 
in the double helix would then be complementary—in 
the same way as a key is complementary to its lock. The 
importance of this is that it allows, for the first time, a 
hypothesis to be made as to how DNA can carry out its 
biological functions. 

It must, first of all, be capable of duplication. The 
double helix, made of complementary chains, could fulfil 
the requirement. If the two strands became separated, 
each, because of its complementarity, could be the basis 
for the formation of another nucleic acid double helix, 
identical to the first. Thus two nucleic acid chains or 
two sets of chromosomes would be available when the 
cell divided. In this way the cell’s inheritance would be 
maintained. 

Possible Chemical Basis for Evolution 
Suppose that the nucleic acid of a cell is slightly 
altered in some way, for example, by cosmic or other 
radiation, if the alteration were retained, the subsequent 
generations of cells would show this alteration in one 
way or another. An accumulation of such alterations 
might form the chemical basis for evolution. 

We are becoming familiar nowadays with automatic 
machines, machines which carry out complicated pro- 
cesses controlled, not by men, but by information which 
is fed to them on magnetised or perforated tape. Soon 
whole factories may operate this way. The living cell in 
all its complexity is really just a chemical factory. The 
controller resides in the chromosomes and is, we now 
think, the nucleic acid. 

How is the information stored in the nucleic acid? 
The present idea is that, in some way, the sequence of 
the bases along the chain represents a code. There are, 
of course, very many ways of arranging the four bases, 
just as, for instance, there are many possible arrange- 
ments of differently coloured beads on a necklace. 
Rapidly Developing Field of Research 

How does the cell translate the information given to 
it by the nucleic acid? The individual chemical reac- 
tions in the cell are controlled by enzymes, whith are 
protein, each differing from the other in the sequence 
of their building blocks, the amino acids. Some bio- 
chemists think that each DNA molecule acts as a tem- 
plate for the formation of an RNA molecule and then 
this acts as a template for the formation of a specific 
protein, an enzyme. Thus the base sequence in the DNA 
could decide the base sequence in the RNA and this, in 
turn, could ensure the correct amino-acid sequence in 
the enzyme. 

Ideas in a rapidly developing field of research are 
always changing and the present ones may seem naive 
and out of date in a year or two; they may even be quite 
wrong. But they are stimulating a lot of research work 
and this is all that can be expected of scientific hypo- 
theses. 

Nevertheless, it is legitimate to feel that just as the 
first half of the twentieth century brought an enormous 
increase in our understanding of the atomic nucleus, so 
the second half may do the same for the nucleus of the 
living cell.

METHYLPENTYNOL CARBAMATE 


Reports of Investigations 

Methylpentynol carbamate has been shown to have 
low toxicity and no undesirable side-effects, according 
to a report from A. H. Galley and Philip Trotter, of 
King’s College Hospital (Lancet, 1958, 1, 343) who car- 
ried out tests on volunteers and made observations on 
over 10,000 patients. It was found that, after administra- 
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tion of methylpentynol carbamate there were no signi- 
ficant changes in respiratory rate, electro cardiagrams 
or blood pressure (systolic or diastolic); liver function 
and kidney function were unaffected and electroen- 
cephalogram readings showed very little increase. Tests 
(similar to those previously described for methylpenty- 
nol) showed that reaction times were decreased (in 
contrast to results after alcohol or pentobarbitone); mus- 
cular co-ordination times were normal. A maximum 
single dose of 1200 mgm. did not produce drowsiness, 
ataxia or digestive upset. Clinically, it was found that 
doses of 100 mgm. per stone body-weight produced pre- 
operative sedation similar to pentobarbitone (4 grain per 
stone body-weight). For 10,000 ambulant outpatients, 
methylpentynol carbamate was given as pre-medication 
in three different dosage schemes: 200 mgm. for patients 
without visible sign of apprehension, 400 mgm. for those 
mildly apprehensive, and 100 mgm. per stone body- 
weight for the very apprehensive; children were given 
up to four tablets. Compared with methylpentynol, 
the onset of action of methylpentynol carbamate was 
delayed, but the action was more prolonged. Results in 
the 10,000 patients tested were classified as: no appre- 
hension shown, 90 per cent.; apprehensive, 7 per cent.; 
very apprehensive, 3 per cent. 

In a group of 373 dental patients who received general 
anaesthetics, results from pre-medication with methyl- 
pentynol carbamate (alone or with hyoscine) were com- 
pared with results from methylpentynol, pentobarbitone 
with hyoscine, hyoscine alone, pethidine, chloral hydrate, 
phenobarbitone sodium, and promethazine-8-chlorotheo- 
phyllinate with hyoscine. Sedation was considered to be 
best in those patients (82) who received methylpenty- 
nol carbamate orally and hyoscine sublingually. As pre- 
medication for tonsillectomy, methylpentynol with atro- 
pine was given to 42 patients; of these, co-operation was 
rated as good in 33, poor in eight and bad in one. In 
54 tonsillectomies, atropine was replaced by hyoscine, 
with good co-operation in 49 patients. No instances 
of laryngeal spasm were observed in this series. 

In liver function tests described by A. A. Bartholomew 
and his colleagues (ibid., 346), 12 patients were given 
methylpentynol carbamate orally in daily doses of 1 to 
3 gm. for periods from two to seven weeks. The patients 
were first observed during a seven-day control period, 
when they received inert tablets. During treatment with 
methylpentynol carbamate, no abnormalities were dis- 
covered in tests for bile salts or pigments, urinary 
urobilin, serum bilirubin, alkaline phosphatase, total 
plasma-proteins, serum-albumin, serum-globulin, zinc- 
sulphate or cephalin-cholesterol reactions, prothrombin- 
time, haemoglobin values, blood film, and white cell 
count and differential. Mild disturbances of hepatic 
secretory function and protein metabolism, increase in 
erythrocyte sedimentation rate observed in these patients, 
and side-effects noted (including anorexia, nausea and 
vomiting, alterations in the mental state) are not ex- 
pected to develop on a daily oral dose of 1 gm. or less of 
methylpentynol carbamate.—Pharm J., Feb. 22, 1958. 


PHARMACOLOGY OF 5-PHENYLTHIAZOLIDINE- 
2 : 4-DIONE

The object of this paper is to consider the hypnotic 
properties of 5-phenylthiazolidine-2:4-dione (P.T.D.) 
and to present evidence suggesting its possible value as 
an antiepileptiform agent and to indicate that its asso- 
ciated administration will both antagonise and poten- 
tiate selected pharmacological actions of its parent sub- 
stance, 2:4-diamino-5-phenylthiazole hydrochloride 
(amiphenazole). Evidence is also presented from both 
in vivo and in vitro experiments which indicates that 
amiphenazole may be metabolised to P.T.D., possibly 


through the intermediate substance 2-amino-4- 
hydroxy-5-phenylthiazole. It was found that P.T.D. 
produces narcosis in mice, which is reversed by the 
barbiturate antagonist bemegride. It also potentiates 
the hypnotic action of pentobarbitone sodium in mice. 
P.T.D. protects mice against the convulsant action of 
leptazol. Further, it antagonises the respiratory stimu- 
lant and convulsive properties of its parent substance 
amiphenazole, in mice. This is followed by an in- 
creased depth of narcosis and an increased incidence 
and rapidity of death, thus indicating that the latter 
substances may be metabolised to the former during 
this process of antagonism. A similar interaction be- 
tween convulsant and hypnotic barbiturates has been 
noted. As there appears to be a possibility that ami- 
phenazole may be metabolised in the body to yield 
P.T.D., which has been shown to potentiate barbitu- 
rate narcosis, it would be advisable to be more cau- 
tious in the use of amiphenazole in the treatment of 
barbiturate overdosage. Nevertheless very large doses 
of amiphenazole have been given in combination with 
bemegride in the treatment of barbiturate intoxication 
without harmful effects——“J. Pharm. Pharmacol.,” 1958, 
4, 2 


DRUGS OF ADDICTION 


The eighth report of the Expert Committee on Addic- 
tion-producing Drugs is reviewed in The Chemist and 
Druggist, March 29, 1958. 

The view that Heroin can be dispensed with as a thera- 
peutic agent is reiterated and emphasised. 

The committee review the present situation with re- 
gard to the actual or potential danger to public health 
represented by the liability of certain drugs to produce 
addiction. Whereas they advise that the present status 
of control be continued for dextromethadone, propoxy- 
phene and a cough mixture containing normethadone, it 
recommends that the recently developed analgesic dex- 
tromoramide (R875), as well as a number of pethidine 
derivatives—morpheridine, trimeperidine and etoxeri- 
dine—should be subjected to the same control measures 
as apply to morphine. In connection with the introduc- 
tion of new drugs, particularly those that are a poten- 
tial hazard to public health owing to their inherent 
addiction liability, the committee stressed the need for 
adequate information to be supplied to the medical 
profession. With a view to the development of 
non-addicting drugs with analgesic effect comparable 
to that of morphine, the report refers to the dis- 
covery of the analgesic properties of nalorphine, 
the utilisation of which as a tool for the diag- 
nosis of drug addiction is also dealt with. Amongst 
other items relating to drug addiction and addiction- 
producing drugs, the report reviews the development of 
methods for the evaluation of addiction liability. One 
of the tasks of the committee is to advise the Commis- 
sion on Narcotic Drugs of the Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations on the medical aspects 
of the controi of narcotic drugs. 


FOOD CONTAMINATION BY RADIO-ACTIVE 
FALL-OUT 


In a recent lecture to the Glasgow Section, Society of 
Chemical Industry, Dr. J. Hawthorn, Department of 
Food Science, discussed “The Contamination of Food by 
Fall-out from Nuclear Explosions.” 

This was reported in Chemistry and Industry, April 5, 
1958, as follows:— 

Dr. Hawthorn said that the early atomic weapons were 
of modest power, and the fall-out was confined to the 
immediate vicinity of the explosion. The dust-cloud

from the more powerful weapons exploded since 1954 
is carried into the stratosphere and fairly rapidly circles 
the earth. Certain long-lived isotopes, of which pluto- 
nium-239, caesium-137 and strontium-90 are the most 
important, are slowly settling from this dust and con- 
taminating crops on a world-wide scale. Of these iso- 
topes, strontium-90 is readily incorporated into plants 
and animals and is now present in measurable quanti- 
ties in human bones. There is reason to believe that, even 
if weapon-testing were to cease forthwith, a sufficient 
concentration of the isotope will be present in bone by 
the middle of the next decade to present an appreciable 
hazard to health. 

In recognition of the metabolic similarity of behaviour 
of the two elements, concentrations of the isotope in 
plants and animals are normally expressed as micro- 
microcuries of strontium-90 per gram of calcium present 
in the material. Extensive American and British data 
on the increasing levels of the isotope in human bone 
from 1955 to 1957 were presented and the remainder of 
the lecture was devoted to a consideration of preliminary 
observations on the contamination of pasture and food 
in Scotland made in the Food Science laboratories of the 
Royal College of Science and Technology. Analyses of 
samples of dried milks dating from 1940 to 1956 showed 
no activity before 1945, very slight activity between 1945 
and 1954 and a rapid subsequent rise. Similar data from 
Harwell and the United States were also presented. Sur- 
prisingly high activities were recorded from samples of 
grass taken from the Department of Food Science labora- 
tory lawn in the west end of Glasgow. Samples of grass 
takem at intervals of 1,000 feet from Ben Lawers in 
Perthshire in May, 1957, shows activities of up to 20,000 
units of combined strontium-89 and strontium-90. Dr. 
Hawthorn said that so far as he was aware these were 
the highest figures so far recorded for grass in this 
country. 

Activities for vegetables purchased in Glasgow shops 
were given and showed a wide range of levels. As 
would be expected, the root vegetables tended to lower 
activities than leafy vegetables. Although no attempt to 
separate root vegetables into peel and flesh was made, 
auto-radiographic experiments on plant using stron- 
tium-89 as a tracer suggested that a significant fraction 
of the activity in root vegetables might lie in the peelings. 

Evidence so far accumulated on wheat suggested that 
activity tended to concentrate in root, leaf and stem 
rather than in the ripening seed, and Russian experi- 
ments on similar lines gave parallel results. After 
reporting an isolated observation of high activity in 
snow, the activity of rainwater was briefly discussed. 
In conclusion, Dr. Hawthorn emphasised the inadequacy 
of the published data on strontium-90 activity in food in 
relation to the importance of decisions which might be 
based on such data. 


METHIONINE AND RADIATION DAMAGE 


In a note “Amino-acids and Atomics,” dealing with 
anti-radiation preparations, Manufacturing Chemist, 
March, 1958, reported:— 

“Anti-radiation preparations, which might minimise 
the effects of exposure to radiations, have long been the 
subject of research. Out of such work have emerged a 
few really promising compounds, but they have so far 
suffered from the drawback that their administration 
must precede the radiation exposure. 

Recent developments in India suggest that this picture 
may now well change. It appears that methionine, a sul- 
phur-containing amino-acid which had previously been 
shown to prevent excessive radiation damage if given 
before the irradiation, is in fact more efficacious if given 
after the exposure. Methionine is very radiolabile, i.e., 
it alters under the effect of radiation, so that if given 
before radiation commences the latter may well render 
it useless, so that no protective action can be exerted. 
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Administration after the dose of radiation allows full 
use to be made of the protective action. 

Methionine appears to be vitally concerned with the 
synthesis in vivo of deoxyribonucleic acid, one of the all- 
important constituents of cell nuclei, and hence involved 
in genetic and cell division mechanisms. Methionine 
plays a part in the processes of transmethylation and 
phosphorylation, which are stages in the D.N.A. synthe- 
sis. Hence, it is not surprising that it should show value 
in the repair of tissue damage, including that due to 
radiation. Methionine has already shown some advan- 
tage in the recovery of tissues after serious burns, and 
it has a revitalising action in several animal tissues. 

Atomics comments: “If this discovery should be con- 
firmed by other workers, it may well be the starting- 
point for a very fruitful line of research. Whether 
mankind is heading for nuclear warfare or not there will 
for some years to come be a place for any substance 
which can counter the lesions caused by radiations, for 
radioactivity is likely to play increasing roles in human 
pursuits for many years yet.” 


UREA AS A DIURETIC 


“Urea, the forgotten diuretic,” is the title of a paper 
by C. Papp and K. Shirley Smith (Brit. Med J., 1954, 2, 
906), describing an investigation designed to find out 
(a) whether a positive water balance could be restored 
with urea alone; (b) whether combined treatment with 
mercurial diuretics enhanced the effect of the latter by 
increasing urinary output on the day of injection by 
diminishing the “rebound” the day following injection; 
and (c) whether the diuresis produced by urea is different 
from that produced by mercurial diuretics. 

After observing results on a group of 17 patients with 
obstinate and prolonged right ventricular failure in whom 
mercurial diuretics had become ineffective, they con- 
cluded that urea has a special place in the treatment of 
chronic heart failure with oedema: For the first 10 to 14 
days, the patients’ usual treatment was continued: digi- 
talis, mercurial diuretics preceded by ammonium chlor- 
ide, restricted sodium and low-fluid intake. Thereafter, 
if the blood urea was normal, each patient received urea 
15 gm. three times a day after meals, dissolved in 2 fi. 
oz. of water or grapefruit juice. Treatment was main- 
tained fo: periods ranging from two and a half weeks 
to seven years. Temporary improvement was noted in 
11 patients. In eight, a negative fluid balance was 
changed to positive by urea alone, and in those patients 
in whom it remained negative, retention became less; 
moreover, output following mercurials (previously in- 
effective) was increased and, in one case, mercurial in- 
jections were not required. Most patients complained of 
increased thirst, and drank about 300 mils daily. 

Although administration of urea may sometimes have 
to be discontinued on account of distaste, the author 
concluded that it is never harmful and that, at best, it 
may enable a patient with grave valvular heart disease 
to continue in a quiet occupation for several years—a 
result which is unattainable by any other medicaments 
singly or in combination.—Pharm J., Oct. 26, 1957. 


FINE CHEMICALS AND THE TEXTILE TRADE 


F. W. Thomas (Shirley Institute, Manchester) recently 
addressed the Fine Chemicals Group, Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry, London, on “Fine Chemicals in the Textile 
Industry.” 

An abstract of the address appeared in The Chemist 
and Druggist, April 5, i958, from which the following 
passages are taken. 

From Berthollet’s “Elements of the Art of Dyeing. 
With a Description of the Art of Bleaching by Oxy- 
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muriatic Acid,” he said, the chemical assistants available 
to the bleacher and dyer of his time could be judged. 
They were few and simple, apart from the large array of 
natural products of uncertain composition used by the 
dyer. The next hundred years saw extraordinary ad- 
vances in the chemical synthesis of dyes, but before the 
1914-18 war the bleacher and finisher continued to use 
simple chemicals. At about that time developments in 
the study of surface-active phenomena led to the intro- 
duction into the textile industry of new surface-active 
agents of anionic, cationic and non-ionic types valued 
for their detergent, emulsifying, dispersing, softening 
and wetting properties. 


Cellulosic textiles could support the growth of moulds 
and bacteria, and where the textile was to be used under 
conditions that favoured such growth they had to be 
suitably proofed. Protection against microbiological 
attack had been extensively studied, and today a wide 
choice of compounds enabled the selection of agents 
for specific purposes: such compounds as salicylanilide, 
pentachlorophenyl laurate and 5:5’-dichloro-2:2’-dihy- 
droxydiphenyl-methane. 


Several proofing agents against moth had been pro- 
duced that would survive the normal service life of the 
woollen material, one group being colourless dyestuffs 
of the triphenylmethane series. 


Durable water-repellent finishes had been developed, 
stearamidomethylpryidinium chloride being an example. 
Durable flame-resistant finishes had received close atten- 
tion; a recently introduced and promising agent was 
tetra-bis-hydroxymethyl phosphonium chloride. Optical 
bleaching agents, recently important, might be deriva- 
tives of stilbene, coumarin, thiazole or dibenzimidazole. 


The textile technologist had also available to him a 
large selection of compounds, each with a particular 
specificity (dye-fixing or stripping agent, metal seques- 
tering agent, gas-fading inhibitor, etc.) 


INCREASING USE OF AEROSOLS 


Plastics and glass containers as well as the original 
aluminium and tinplate ones, are now available to the 
aerosol packaging industry. The market is booming; 
within six years the numbers of aerosol packs sold mul- 
tiplied sixteen times, from half a million to eight million 
in 1956. 


Extruded aluminium containers, the first to be mar- 
keted in Britain, are still favoured for cosmetics, because 
their seamless construction lends itself to overall decora- 
tion. Cans of 20, 12, 6 and 4 oz. nominal capacity are 
available and smaller sizes in 1 oz. or less may soon be 
introduced. 


Tinplate containers are now available in 4, 6, 12 and 
16 oz. sizes. Experiments have been carried out to pro- 
duce a stronger side-seam which will increase the safety 
of the containers. 


Glass aerosol containers have obvious advantages of 
corrosion-resistance. Means have been devised to pro- 
tect the glass against the hazards of breakage. 


In the field of all-plastics containers extensive research 
has been carried out in connection with blow-moulded 
nylon bottles, and high-density polythene has also been 
investigated. A spherical high-density polythene aerosol 
containing a perfumed air-freshener is now being sold in 
this country.

DIET AND CORONARY DISEASE 


An editorial note, The Pharmaceutical Journal, Feb- 
ruary 22, 1958. 


The exact relationship between diet and the rising 
incidence of coronary thrombosis continues to be a sub- 
ject for speculation. It seems to be generally agreed 
that the presence in the blood vessels of cholesterol 
esters is the cause of atherosclerosis and that the total 
cholesterol level in the serum can be influenced by the 
kind of fat ingested. In Sweden, Professor H. Malmros 
(Lancet, 1957, 2, 1) tested eight different fats by giving 
them to healthy patients and to patients with hyper- 
cholesterolaemia. The fats were incorporated in palat- 
able foodstuffs and given with a basic diet so that the 
amount corresponded to about 40 per cent. of the total 
calories. The results showed that there was no essen- 
tial difference between vegetable and animal fat; most 
of the vegetable oils used in their study (corn oil, olive 
oil, rape-seed oil and safflower-seed oil) lowered the 
blood cholesterol level, but coconut oil did not; milk fat 
raised the cholesterol level, but whale oil lowered it. It 
was evident that there was a relationship between the 
content of unsaturated fatty acid and the cholesterol- 
depressing effect of some oils. Experiments are now in 
progress to discover the mode of action of linoleic acid 
which is a constituent of milk tat and of coconut oil, 
which both tend to raise the blood cholesterol level. 


This experimental work was followed by clinical 
studies on the use of corn oil in the treatment of patients 
with familial essential hypercholesterolaemia—a condi- 
tion which can lead to symptoms of atheromatosis of the 
coronary arteries. Cholesterol levels fell after two 
weeks’ treatment, decreased thereafter, and remained 
low. Professor Malmros considers it too early to say 
whether this kind of diet would prevent the develop- 
ment of coronary atheroma and further reports will be 
awaited with interest. 


Meantime, some practical advice on the subject of diet 
in relation to coronary heart disease is given by Pro- 
fessor J. F. Brock, of the University of Cape Town, in 
this month’s Practitioner. He summarises what he con- 
siders to be reasonable advice for patients “at risk of 
coronary thrombosis,” that is, for those who have already 
had a coronary thrombosis, those who suffer from effort 
angina, or those who have a strong family history of 
coronary heart disease. He suggests that modifications 
in their diet can be made by adjusting the quantity and 
quality of fat eaten. For example, a daily intake of 50 
to 75 gm. of a highly unsaturated oil such as sunflower 
oil, could replace 75 gm. of saturated fat. He makes it 
clear that there is no need to reduce the cholesterol intake 
as such, because the cholesterol content of the diet does 
not materially contribute to the serum chloresterol level. 
He summarises his findings in a general recommendation 
for the individuals concerned: they are to avoid cream, 
use butter sparingly, restrict milk intake, reject visible 
fat, and use the highly unsaturated oils (sunflower oil, 
corn oil or fish oil) for cooking and salad dressings. 
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BARRIER CREAMS 


B.P.C. Sub-Committee Report 

Since the publication in November, 1954, of an Interim 
Report with four provisional formulae (see P.J., Novem- 
ber 6, 1954, p. 384) the Barrier Substances Sub-Commit- 
tee of the British Pharmaceutical Codex Revision Com- 
mittee has received a considerable number of inquiries, 
commenis and criticisms from manufacturing concerns 
interested either in the use or in the production of barrier 
creams as well as from official bodies and hospitals. 
Some of the inquirers asked for assistance in the preven- 
tion of specific skin hazards, others for comments on for- 
mulae already in use in their factories, while others 
asked for information on the published formulae, includ- 
ing sources of supply and prices. 


The Sub-Committee has modified two of the formulae 
in the light of criticisms received and now reports that 
it has done what it set out to do under its terms of 
reference, namely, to provide formulae (see below) for 
a typical range of barrier preparations. From the com- 
ments received the Sub-Committee believes that the bar- 
riers offer reasonable protection against the types of 
skin hazards for which they are intended. The large 
number of irritant materials and the great variety of 
circumstances in which they are employed in industry, 
however, make it unlikely that a limited number of for- 
mulae will be adequate for all needs. The Sub-Commit- 
tee, however, was originally appointed to provide for- 
mulae for a typical range of barrier preparations and it 
now reports that this has been accomplished. It is 
stressed that the formulae should be regarded as basic 
formulae and may need modification in the light of fur- 
ther experience. Consideration has been given to the 
formulation of silicone-containing barrier creams, but 
it was decided that this should not be done as there was 
as yet insufficient evidence of their value in industry. 


The considerable correspondence and, in particular, 
repeated requests for advice, while indicating the wide- 
spread interest of industry in the use of barrier prepara- 
tions, also shows that the problem is different in its 
size and its implications from that originally envisaged 
and involves legal, technical and commercial, in addition 
to purely medical and pharmaceutical, problems. The 
Sub-Committee considers that this wider approach to 
the subject of barrier substances is outside its scope. 
The Sub-Committee has reported this to the Advisory 
Panel on Dermatitis in Industry of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service, as the Panel originally 
requested the Pharmaceutical Society to investigate the 
possibility of producing suitable formulae.

PENICILLAMINE FOR TREATMENT FOR 
METAL POISONING 


Clinical investigations of Wilson’s disease (hepatolen- 
ticular degeneration) may be assisted by the introduc- 
tion of penicillamine, obtained by the _ controlled 
degradation of penicillin. Methods of treatment aim at 
eliminating the metal from the body. Penicillamine, a 
product of the Distillers Co. (Biochemicals) Ltd., is 
administered orally in capsule-form and is reported to 
act by binding the copper in a soluble penicillin-copper 
complex, which is subsequently excreted. Several 
months treatment is required before notable changes 
occur. 

Distillers believe that the new drug is capable of re- 
versing the progress of the disease, but study will have 
to be extended over several years before the possibilities 
of a cure can be achieved. 


Laboratory studies suggest that penicillamine may also 
be of value in the treatment of toxicity from other 
metals, for example, in lead poisoning—an occupational 
risk in the smelting and tinning industry, the painting 
trade and pottery glazing—Manufacturing Chemist, 
February, 1958.

One of Britain’s Recent Nobel Prizewinners

Great academic brilliance is still too often identified 
in the public mind with impracticality and detachment 
from the realities of everyday life. The fact that most 
of the great scientific and technological enterprises of 
the day have not only been initiated by scientists but 
are under the direction of scientists is doing much to 
banish this outworn notion, but if a specific example 
were to be quoted, Sir Alexander Todd surely epito- 
mises the brilliant scientist who is also an able man of 
affairs 

Still in the full swing of his career, he has an impres- 
sive record. A long series of chemical researches has 
culminated in his research team’s present work on what 
can fairly be called the chemistry of life itself. He 
held his first university professorship at the early age 
of 30, and four years later joined the distinguished 
Fellowship of the Royal Society. He was knighted in 
1954. 

Now Professor of Chemistry in the University of 
Cambridge, he was awarded, in 1957, the supreme 
academic distinction of a Nobel Prize. 


Initiative and Enterprise 

All this, however, js only part of his career. Since 
1947 he has been a member of the United Kingdom 
Government’s Advisory Council on Scientific Policy and 
was made its Chairman in 1952. In this capacity he 
has been in a strong position to influence British scien- 
tific policy: with clear views on what ought to be done 
and with the strength of personality necessary to 
express them at the highest level, he has not failed to 
avail himself of his opportunity. In Britain, as else- 
where, much remains to be done if the fullest and best 
use is to be made of scientific discoveries, but that so 
much has been achieved owes much to Todd’s initiative 
and enterprise. It is fortunate indeed that, as he is 
only 50, this can confidently be relied upon for many 
years more. 

Versatility has been the keynote of Todd’s career. 
Born in Glasgow in 1907, a Lowland Scot, he studied 
both there and at Frankfurt. Before his present post 
in Cambridge he had held appointments in the Univer- 
sities of Oxford, Edinburgh, London and Manchester, 
as well as being, in 1938, visiting lecturer in the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, visiting Professor at 
Sydney in 1950, Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
in 1954 and the University of California in 1957. This 
wide experience, and many contacts made on travels 
abroad, have served him in good stead throughout his 
career. 

His research has been equally varied. He originally 
trained as an organic chemist, and his first interest was 
almost entirely in synthetic substances, but before long 
his interest was engaged by the wealth of complex 
substances to be found in living organisms. At a forma- 
tive stage in Todd’s career, Gowland Hopkins at Cam- 
bridge was at the peak of his classic researches on 
vitamins, and it is not surprising that this fascinating 
work captured Todd’s imagination and launched him 
upon his long series of researches on natural products. 


In the field of vitamin chemistry he has made many 
notable contributions, but his researches have ranged 
far beyond this. 


NOBEL PRIZE FOR BRITAIN

Professor Arne Fredga, of the Royal Swe- 
dish Academy of Science, praised Todd's work 
on “nucleotides and nucleotide co-enzymes.” 
These, he said, were substances we had every- 
where in our bodies and which regulated 
many processes of life. They were a group of 
substances of very great biological importance, 
perhaps the most important of all. He added: 
“Building plan of nucleic acids is now estab- 
lished at least in its outlines ... the way is 
now open for synthetic preparations of dif- 
ferent types occurring in nature.”

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A Characteristic Approach 


It is characteristic of Todd to make the most funda- 
mental approach tv any problem. When he entered 
the field of vitamin research most workers were con- 
cerning themselves principally with identifying the 
various vitamins and determining their physiological 
properties. He himself, however, became interested 
also in the more basic question of how vitamins work 
and why minute traces of these chemically complex 
substances are essential for the continuance of life. 
This interest took him into the field of enzyme chem- 
istry, for it seemed likely that vitamins affect the 
working of enzymes, which themselves control the vital 
processes of living cells. 

Todd gave special attention to the coenzyme cozy- 
mase, which is present in yeast and is essential to the 
process of fermentation. As a chemist, he naturally 
had a great interest in trying to elucidate the chemical 
nature of cozymase and of trying subsequently to 
synthesise it; a great incentive to this inquiry came 
with the discovery in 1936 that cozymase is the principal 
active form of the antipellagra vitamin. The medical 
importance of this research led to its intense pursuit 
in laboratories throughout the world, and in it Todd 
and his associates played an important part. The cul- 
mination came with his synthesis of the coenzyme in 
1956. 


Substance of Exceptional Complexity 


The synthesis of vitamins has always occupied a very 
important place in Todd’s research programmes. In 
this respect his work on vitamin E—the antisterility 
vitamin—and vitamin B, is of the greatest interest and 
importance, but perhaps the most outstanding of his 
contributions is to the chemistry of vitamin By, the anti- 
pernicious-anaemia factor. The work in this field dates 
from the discovery in 1926 that extracts of liver can 
be very effective in the treatment of pernicious anaemia, 
and this led to international research on the isolation, 
identification and attempted synthesis of the active 
principle. 

It soon became apparent that the substance was one 
of exceptional complexity, and it eventually proved 
unique among biologically important substances in con- 
taining the metal cobalt. Its identification called for 
an intense collaborative effort by chemists, biologists 
and crystallographers, and the chemical structure was 
not finally elucidated until 1956; in the crucial research 
Todd and his associates played a distinguished part. 

Characteristically, his mind was always ahead of the 
actual research, and while the work leading to synthesis 
was proceeding he was already occupying himself with 
thoughts about how the vitamin was formed in nature. 
In this he has postulated a possible relationship with 
other natural substances such as haem and chlorophyll, 
the principal pigments of animals and plants respec- 
tively. In this way it is possible to fit the vitamin into 
the natural scheme of things instead of leaving it in 
isolation. 


The Chemistry of Life 


From the work on cozymase sprang Todd’s interest 
in what was earlier referred to as the chemistry of life. 
The active principle of this substance is a relatively 
simple chemical known as nicotinamide, but cozymase 
itself is vastly more complex, for in it the nicotinamide 
is associated on the one hand with a sugar phosphate 
and on the other with a substance known as adenosine 
phosphate, a member of the class of compounds called 
nucleotides. The latter type of compound is of excep- 
tional importance, but it is closely related to what are 
called the nucleic acids, which have a fundamental role. 

The most important part of every living cell is its 
nucleus, in the sense that without this the cell cannot 
long survive. The nucleus itself has a structure, for 


within it lie what are called the chromosomes. These 
are known to be the bearers of the hereditary characters 
and thus play—and have played for countless millions 
of years—a vital role in the process of evolution. The 
chromosomes consist very largely of nucleic acids, and 
it is thus no exaggeration to refer to these substances 
as the basic chemicals of life. 


Widely Honoured 

Not surprisingly—in view of the extraordinary variety 
of living organisms that populates the earth—the nucleic 
acids are substances of exceptional complexity, capable 
of wide variation within certain limits, and their chem- 
istry is correspondingly difficult. Nevertheless, con- 
siderable progress in their study has been made in 
recent years, and to this outstanding contributions have 
been made by Todd and his associates. The synthesis 
of a nucleic acid is still a long way off, though there 
is no reason to regard it as a goal incapable of achieve- 
ment. However and whenever it is reached, he will 
have made a great contribution. 

Researches on nucleic acids and vitamins have occu- 
pied much of Todd’s time, but they represent by no 
means all the research on biologically interesting sub- 
stances with which he has been associated, for he has 
the rare type of mind which is capable of following 
several important lines at the same time. He has, for 
example, made a detailed study of the active substances 
present in the drug hashish and of the chemistry of the 
insect cuticle. 

Not surprisingly, in view of his remarkable career, 
universities and learned societies throughout the world 
have wished to honour him. He is an honorary member 
of the French, German and Spanish Chemical Societies; 
of the French Chemical Society he is a Lavoisier Medal- 
list. He is a Foreign Member of the National Academy 
of Sciences of the United States, of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, and of the Austrian 
Academy of Science. In Britain, he has been awarded 
the Royal and the Davy Medals of the Royal Society 
and the Meldola Medal of the Chemical Society.

DISTEMPER iN DOGS 


All dogs on farms or stations should be vaccinated 
for distemper. Pups should be vaccinated as they reach 
four months of age. If there is distemper in the neigh- 
bourhood, pups can be vaccinated no matter what their 
age, but vaccination should be repeated when four 
months or over. 

Where distemper is in dogs on the property, unvac- 
cinated dogs and pups can be protected with anti-serum 
until the danger is past and then vaccinated. 

A veterinary surgeon should be contacted for advice 
as to the best thing to do in the circumstances. 

The disease starts with the dog appearing dull and 
listless. At this stage, there may be a small sticky puru- 
lent discharge in each corner of the eye, and the nose 
may be hot and running a little. The dog may appear 
to recover for a few days during which time it will prob- 
ably be worked. This is about the worst thing that could 
happen, and in the next few days it will go down with 
a very severe attack. 

The secondary attack is caused by infection with other 
types of germs which are waiting for the resistance 
of the dog to be lowered. The lowering of its resistance 
by infection with the virus of distemper allows them to 
get a foothold. Anything which increases the stress 
conditions at this time has very serious effects. Fre- 
quently, three groups of symptoms follow this secondary 
infection, viz.: an inflammation of the stomach and intes- 
tines leading to vomiting and diarrhoea, an infection 
of the lungs leading to pneumonia or a localisation of the 
virus itself in the brain, leading to inflammation with 
serious nervous symptoms such as twitching of muscle 
groups, champing of the jaws. coma and death.—From

First Course for Pharmaceutical Chemists in Australia 


Twenty-nine pharmaceutical chemists, nominated by 
the pharmaceutical organisations of all States of the 
Commonwealth and the Australian Capital Territory, 
participated in the first Civil Defence School for phar- 
maceutical chemists organised in Australia between June 
1 and 6, 1958. Transport, accommodation and all other 
arrangements for the school were perfect and all stu- 
dents in the group spoke in highest terms of the instruc- 
tion given, the courtesy extended to them and the over- 
all efficiency which marked the organisation of the 
course. 

The invitation to a group of twenty-nine chemists, 
selected from each State to attend this school, arose from 
discussions and correspondence between the Director of 
Civil Defence for the Commonwealth, Brigadier A. W. 
Wardell, and Major-General Sir Frank Kingsley Norris 
and the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia. 

The invitation was held back to allow for the inclusion 
of Mr. A. I. K. Lloyd as one of the lecturers after his 
return from overseas on the completion of his project 
under the Kodak Travelling Scholarship No. 3. This 
project overseas was: “An Investigation into the Role of 
Pharmacy in Civil Defence.”

I was sent to the United States of America by the 
Pharmaceutical Guild of Australia as the first Pfeiffer 
Foundation Scholar to investigate “Pharmacy Adminis- 
tration—its Teaching and Practice.” At the same time 
I was asked to submit my impressions of American 
pharmacy to the pharmacists at home so that we may 
have a better understanding of the profession in this 
country. 


Pharmaceutical Guild 


The Pharmaceutical Guild is one of the two official 
organisations found in Australian pharmacy. The 
other is the Pharmaceutical Society. The latter is an 
organisation that functions on a State basis, there being 
six States. It is the Society, that in each State, is re- 
sponsible for the education of pharmacy students by 
maintaining a College of Pharmacy, providing the faci- 
lities and faculty te present the required curriculum. 
The Society is also responsible for the publication of 
the “Australian Journal of Pharmacy,” the only publi- 
cation of the profession. Any registered pharmacist 
and only registered pharmacists, may belong to this 
organisation. It is controlled by a Council which is 
elected by the members of the Society. 


The Guild, on the other hand, is an association of 
proprietors, all of whom must be registered pharmacists 
since our pharmacy laws prohibit unregistered owner- 
ship of pharmacies. It is this association that J have 
been actively interested in since purchasing my own 
pharmacy some six years ago. 


Constitution of Guild 


The Guild is responsible for the commercial aspect 
of the profession and functions on a national basis. Let 
me briefly explain how this national organisation is 
constituted. 


Each State is divided into a number of districts, 
both metropolitan and country so as to have about 60 
members in each district. The members of a district 
elect one of their number to act as their delegate on a 
State Council. The members of this Council elect 
their own officers and a delegate to the Federal Council. 
This Federal Council in turn elects their own officers. 
The whole organisation operates under a written Con- 
stitution and each State and district operates under this 
Constitution in conjunction with written by-laws which 
specifically determine the power delegated to each level 
of the organisation. Thus there is a uniform organisa- 
tion functioning at different levels. 


Victorian State Council 


My own part in this organisation is as a delegate to 
the Victorian State Council. This Council provides 
certain services to the pharmacists of Victoria through

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the work of committees, three of which I have the 
honour to serve on. They are the Pricing Committee, 
the Finance Committee and the Poison Classification 
Committee, of which I am chairman. The fourth com- 
mittee is the Trade and Commerce Committee. The 
Federal Council maintains three permanent depart- 
ments consisting of Merchandising, Public Relations 
and Statistics. 


Let me tell you some of the accomplishments of this 
organisation during the twenty-six years of its existence. 
We have achieved shorter hours for retail pharmacy 
(9 a.m. till 6 p.m. week days and 9 a.m. till 1 p.m. Satur- 
days); uniform prescription prices (through the pricing 
committee); uniform pharmacy laws; complete recipro- 
city of licence between States; elimination of dispensing 
physicians; elimination of company and chain pharmacy 
and elimination of unregistered ownership. 


Close Affiliation 


There is close affiliation between the Guild and the 
Society due to the fact that many men hold executive 
positions in both organisations and some even are mem- 
bers of the Pharmacy Board. This liaison is essential 
as business cannot be divorced from the profession—it 
is the profession. 


Both these organisations enjoy some 95 per cent. pos- 
sible membership, and I mention these facts in an at- 
tempt to show you what a strong organisation can ac- 
complish. 


During my nine months’ stay in America I have spent 
some time at the Ohio State University, the University 
of Toronto, the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and 
Science, the Massachusetts College of Pharmacy and 
am at present investigating the curriculum at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. At every opportunity, 
so as not to get a purely academic picture of pharmacy, I 
have visited and talked to manufacturers, wholesalers, 
retailers, hospital pharmacists and students across the 
country. I have seen as many retail establishments as 
possible, small and large, independent and chain. I 
have asked questions, have received complaints and 
suggestions on aspects of retail pharmacy and its pro- 
blems. I have taken part in seminars, county and local 
association meetings, investigated such topics as fair 
trade, trading stamps, pricing schedules, pharmacy laws, 
chain pharmacy, dispensing physicians and retail con- 
ditions generally and attended the N.A.R.D. convention. 


American Pharmacy 


This, I feel, has enabled me to obtain a good picture 
of American pharmacy, its accomplishments and _ its 
shortcomings. My impressions are presented, not with 
the idea of offering only criticism, but in an attempt to 
offer some suggestions which may be helpful in over- 
coming some of your problems, as I see them. 


What is pharmacy? A business or a profession? This 
question is often asked and has been argued for years. 
One thing has always bothered me, that is why people 
generally assume that if one is a good pharmacist one 
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cannot be a good businessman and conversely, if one is 
1 good businessman one cannot be a good pharmacist. 
To me this seems an unfair assumption. There is no 
reason in the world why a person who has the intelli- 
gence to obtain a degree in pharmacy cannot at the 
same time master the requirements to become an ef- 
ficient businessman without any loss of professional 


prestige. 


Unfortunately, this situation exists in almost every 
country, and it is largely the fault of the pharmacist. 
Why? Because, I feel, we are not sufficiently interested 
in our profession. 


For any profession to function adequately it must have 
behind it a closely integrated, ably led, organisation. 
This is one weakness I see in American pharmacy; there 
is no one organisation that is truly representative of 
the profession, there are too many organisations and the 
pharmacist is torn between this interest and that in- 
terest and finally decided not to affiliate with any of 
the organisations. This appears to me to be one ex- 
planation for the fact that of a possible 120,000 mem- 
bers there is not one organisation that can claim a 20 
per cent. possible membership. In other words, phar- 
macy has no guiding force—an absolute essential. This 
view has been expressed to me, by all sections of the 
profession, from students, hospital pharmacists, assis- 
tants and proprietors. 


Membership in Organisations 


How can this situation be overcome? The first essen- 
tial seems to me is to have one organisation which re- 
stricts the membership of the organisation to graduates 


of accredited Colleges of Pharmacy—in other words, to 
pharmacists. This would include all interests of the 
profession and if necessary there could be sub-commit- 
tees elected to represent all these interests within the 


parent organisation. The possible sub-sections would 
include retailers, assistant hospital pharmacists, students, 
teachers and research workers and it should surely be 
possible to achieve at least a 50 per cent. possible mem- 
bership, provided membership brings benefits. 


The organisation could be set up along these lines, 
and I am not suggesting this as the only possibility, but 
as a starting point for thought. 


Each county can form a county association and from 
the members can come a delegate to the State Council. 
This body in turn elects a delegate to a Regional Council 
and this body elects a delegate to the National Council. 
Each association can elect its own officers, each level 
can be given certain jurisdiction and at the same time its 
actions can be governed by the National Council. In 
this way the National Council becomes the guiding force 
with the elected President the spokesman for the entire 
profession. Each level should abide by the policies and 
decisions of the National Council which in turn must 
‘ane the feelings and desires of the majority of mem- 

ers. 


Finance 


How can such an organisation be financed? A person 
pays dues to the National Council and automatically 
becomes a member of the National, State and County 
Associations. If you could achieve a membership of 
50,000 at say $20.00 per year each, which is actually 
less than many are paying to belong to the many varied 
groups now, you have one million dollars. That is a 
sizeable sum and sufficient to obtain the services of 
competent secretaries and staff at all levels. It should 
also enable the association to offer many services to 
pharmacy, some of which I would like to suggest. 


Legal Service 


Firstly, a permanent ao Advisory Service. This 
department could keep a close watch on all legislation 
from Congress down to county levels, that is likely to 


affect pharmacy in any way at all. Court decisions 
affecting pharmacy could also be watched and inter- 
preted and in this way the National Council has per- 
manent expert legal advice available. This would take 
a staff of several excellent lawyers, but it certainly 
would be a worthwhile expenditure. 


Economic Service 


Secondly, a permanent Economic Service. This de- 
partment could conduct surveys, on a national, regional 
or even a county basis and provide an unbiased picture 
of pharmacy as it is practised throughout the country. 
The department could provide up to date pricing in- 
formation (in Australia we provide all members with 
additions and alterations to all prices each week)—an 
up to date product information service (something we 
all want). 


Public Relations 


Thirdly, a permanent Public Relations Service. This 
department could be responsible for the publication of 
the official journal of the organisation and prepare news- 
paper and radio copy and so present the views of 
pharmacy on current health matters to the public. It 
would be the duty of this department to visit the State 
and County associations to acquaint members with the 
latest information on all topics and problems. 

These three departments could all work together to 
develop a pricing schedule for prescriptions which would 
be acceptable to the majority of pharmacists. As you 
know, there is considerable variation in prescription 
prices from area to area, store to store and even between 
individuals in the same store. Part of this is due to the 
number of prescription pricing schedules in use. In an 
attempt to find the reason for this considerable varia- 
tion, in some cases 50 per cent. and more, I find the 
general opinion of pharmacists is that this variation is 
necessary because of the differences in operating ex- 
penses. A study of the Lilly Digest of 1955 reveals that 
the maximum variation in average operating expenses 
from coast to coast is slightly below 10 per cent.—yet 
prescription prices vary up to 50 per cent. I personally 
feel a more uniform approach to this problem is desir- 
able. Would it not be possible to develop a basic sche- 
dule which could perhaps be varied on a geographical 
basis if found necessary. A uniform price schedule need 
not be fixed at the highest possible level, in fact it 
should not be, but a schedule that fits the majority of 
conditions seems to me a reasonable consideration. I 
feel that if you have a single satisfactory basis you 
will find that more proprietors will be prepared to 
adhere to the price suggestions. Many of the discre- 
pancies now are brought about due to the lack of 
knowledge of the schedule used by other pharmacists. 
I feel that many would like to charge fairer prices, 
but fear of your competitor under-pricing you prevents 
you from obtaining a reasonable return for the service 
you render the public. This situation is particularly 
evident with compounded preparations. 


Responsibility 


The acceptance of any office, at any level within the 
organisation, should be accompanied by a deep sense of 
responsibility—a desire to improve the standard of the 
profession and the services rendered by the profession. 
It has often been said that one derives benefit from an 
organisation in direct proportion to the amount of effort 
one is prepared to contribute. The correct performance 
of any official duty requires much sacrifice of time and 
much expenditure of effort, but surely there are suf- 
ficient men within the ranks with the necessary ability, 
and the desire to do good. 


Lack of Interest 


Another observation I have made of pharmacy in this 
country is the lack of interest shown by the retail 
section of the profession in the educational institutions

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and vice versa. J recently heard the statement that for 
years pharmaceutical education has aimed at training 
pharmacists for the retail field. This I cannot see when 
it is only in the last six years that any real considera- 
tion has been given to pharmacy administration. This 
is my particular interest during my stay in America, 
and I have delved deeply into all aspects of this subject. 

In reading tne report of the survey conducted by the 
American Foundation for Pharmaceutical Education and 
the recommendations arising from this report, I find 
that the curriculum for pharmacy administration was 
ultimately developed by a committee of six men—not 
one a retailer! Admittedly, the opinions of many re- 
tailers were sought, but apparently not one had any 
say in the ultimate decisions. To my mind, who 1s 
better able to develop a suitable curriculum for this 
subject than a group of efficient retailers? Then, I also 
read, that the great weakness in this field of teaching 
is the lack of competent teachers. Yet we have many 
successful and competent men in the retail field who 
could render wonderful service to their profession by 
assisting the Colleges in this direction. The subject 
can never be presented by men who have had little, if 
any, experience in retailing, no matter how conversant 
they may be with such subjects as economics and mar- 
keting—the ultimate knowledge of management comes 
only by experience, not from text books, surveys, journal 
articles or statistics. These can only at best be used 
as guides. 


Retail Thought to Problem 


I feel the retailers should give some thought to this 
problem and then make recommendations to the Council 
for Pharmaceutical Education. This would render a tre- 
mendous service to the students who are anxious 10 
learn the basic principles that will enable them to con- 
duct an efficient retail pharmacy. Speaking of students, 
I feel the retailers should show more interest in the 
practical training of the student. They are the future 
generations of the profession, help them make it a better 
profession, give them every assistance and encourage- 
ment possible, take them into your stores, teach them 
the fundamentals of good business practice, train them 
to fill prescriptions, handle customers confidently, give 
them product information, show them the complete 
working of your store from the front of the shop to 
the office and storeroom. 


State Boards 


I see a need for improvement in the method of ap- 
pointment of Pharmacy Boards. As I understand the 
situation, Pharmacy Board appointments are made at 
the discretion of the Governor of the State, in some 
cases the selection being made from a panel of names 
submitted by the State association—yet the Governor 
himself is elected by the people of the State. Would 
it not be better if the members of the Pharmacy Board 
were elected by the pharmacists of the State? The 
actions and decisions of a Pharmacy Board must be 
beyond reproach, the profession functions under laws 
and regulations promulgated by the Pharmacy Board, 
therefore I feel that the pharmacists should decide who 
of their fellows are to impose regulation and discipline 
upon them. 


Laws 


This leads me to the subject of pharmacy laws. Would 
it not be desirable to achieve uniformity in pharmacy 
law between States? Small or large, variations in laws 
are frustrating to any profession. Is a substance more 
dangerous in one State than it is in another? I don’t 
think so, therefore why have different regulations per- 
taining to its sale? 


Reciprocity 


Yet another field for possible action is the question 
of reciprocity. There are some 76 accredited Colleges of 
Pharmacy in this country, admittedly there are varia- 
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tions in standards, as there always will be, but all these 
institutions have satisfied the requirements of the 
American Council of Pharmaceutical Education. 


Under these circumstances, why should a graduate 
of one College not be recognised by his fellow pharma- 
cists in another State? 


Now let _us look at the practice of pharmacy in this 
country. The first and most striking impression a visi- 
tor gets is the wide diversification of merchandise avail- 
able in the average drug store. I have often asked why 
and the answer most generally given is that the customer 
demands this merchandise and much of it is unprofitable 
merchandise. Personally I cannot see the logic of hand- 
ling merchandise which does not have a reasonable 
profit margin, whether the customer demands this or 
not. Certainly you are building customer traffic and 
sales volume, but I think all that is accomplished is that 
the staff are kept busy. There must be a balance of 
sales volume and profit if a business is to succeed. 


I wonder if it is the customer who demands this 
situation or is it rather that the customer has accepted 
this situation, which has been forced on the retailer by 
the manufacturers who are seeking an ever larger outlet 
for their ever increasing production. I do not think the 
answer to survival is a never ending increase to the 
range of merchandise handled, rather the more efficient 
presentation of a limited range of merchandise, mer- 
chandise that satisfies the health needs of the public. 
No one retail establishment can satisfy the entire needs 
of the public, it would be foolish and uneconomical to 
try. 


Restrictive Legislation 


Then again, it seems ironical to me to attempt to im- 
pose restrictive legislation on certain products when 
these products are displayed in self-service units in 
pharmacies from coast to coast. By so doing, it appears 
to me, pharmacy loses all claim to be the only people 
qualified to handle these items. 


In my travels I have roticed many forms of advertis- 
ing, some of which I feel there is no need for. When- 
ever I see the signs—“‘A registered pharmacist always 
available to fill your prescription” or ‘Prescriptions ac- 
curately dispensed”—I suspect these very stores of un- 
ethical practices. Both these situations are implied by 
all pharmacies the minute the doors are open for busi- 
ness and should automatically apply at all times. 


I would like to see official pharmacy explore the 
possibility of registered ownership once more. I know 
previous efforts have been rebuffed by the argument of 

“violation of the due process clause of the Constitution” 
—yet a lav person cannot start a dental practice and 
employ registered dentists to perform a service. One 
cannot open a medical clinic and employ registered 
physicians and surgeons to perform a service. Why can 
we open a drug store and employ a registered pharma- 
cist to perform a service? By allowing unregistered 
ownership you are fostering the growth of company 
pharmacy and chain operations and eventually pharma- 
cists could become a group of professionally trained men 
employed by outside interests. As it is now, outside 
interests have too much control over the profession. 
There is the situation where many publications distri- 
buted to pharmacists are controlled or edited by non- 
pharmacists, many retail drug stores are owned by non- 
pharmacists, and I feel pharmacy should take steps 
to halt this trend. 


National Health Plan 


One last impression I should like to leave with you 
is my feeling that American pharmacy is not prepared 
to meet the possibility of a national health plan coming 
to this country. I realise the majority of pharmacists 
are strongly opposed to such government regulations, 
but I personally feel that the day is fast approaching

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as I see the same conditions developing as we faced in 
Australia some years ago. Oppose this trend by all 
means, but at the same time prepare to meet whatever 
situation arises. Study the plans that are operating in 
other countries, learn from their mistakes, select the 
best ideas from all these plans and draft a plan in which 
pharmacy can take it rightful place in guarding the 
health of the nation. If not, you will become the “poor 
relation’—regulated and regimented by government of- 
ficials. 


Strong Organisation 


As you see, most of these suggestions require a strong 
organisation to be put into effect. However, I am certain 
that such an organisation could be a force to be reck- 
oned with and would achieve many benefits which at 
present I feel the majority desire, but yet seem far from 
realisation. I believe you gentlemen of the A.C.A. repre- 
sent the closest thing to a well-knit co-ordinated organi- 
sation in pharmacy. As leaders in the profession it ap- 
pears that you must assume the responsibility for leader- 
ship. If you people cannot inspire a national co-ordina- 
ted organisation then I do not know who can. It ap- 
pears that the A.C.A. is the only non-subsidised group 
and one which maintains standards. From my experi- 
ence it seems that many other pharmacists would like 
to be part of your efforts and they will follow your 
leadership. You have a grave responsibility and it is 
your obligation, since you are relatively successful, to 
discharge that responsibility efficiently and effectively. 


Contribution 


Please accept these impressions and suggestions as an 
attempt to make some contribution to American phar- 
macy and not as ungrateful criticism. For, I am ex- 
tremely grateful for the wealth of knowledge and in- 
formation I shall be able to carry back to Australia, 
much of which I am sure will enable us to still further 
improve the profession in my country. 

I have made many wonderful friends during my stay, 
friendships which I hope will endure to our mutual 
benefit, as I feel we all have something to learn from 
others. I have learned much and if I can contribute in 
some small way to both American and Australian phar- 
macy, I shall be well compensated for the effort in- 
volved. 

I thank you all for your friendship, your hospitality 
and, above all, your patience.

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New Books 


FUNDAMENTALS OF RADIOBIOLOGY. By Z. M. 
Bacqg and P. Alexander. Butterworth Scientific Publi- 
cations, 1955. 389 and xii and 14 plates. 56/6. 


The authors of this book are respectively a physiologist 
and a chemist, and as such have analysed their subject 
from the point of view of their own vocation. In this 
regard it is particularly valuable to compare their 
work with that of Lea (now in a second edition, and also 
reviewed this month), who presented the view of a phy- 
sicist on certain of the same aspects. 


The study of Radiobiology—the study of the effect of 
ionising radiation (from any source) on living matter 
—is noi a new science, having begun well before 1939. 
However, until about this time, it was mainly engaged 
in “the sterile pursuit of purely anatomical observa- 
tions,” to quote the authors. Most of the main work on 
the subject, and particularly most of the quantitative 
work, has been done since then by many researchers, 
important among whom have been Bacq and Alexander. 
The increased activity has probably had its impetus due 
to the great increase of interest in the general fields of 
atomic and related physics, in particular, with the effects 
of the radiations on humans. 


The quantitative work associated with radiobiology 
has resolved particularly into a study of the effects of 
radiation on mitosis and meiosis of cells, and the physico- 
chemical explanation of the effects. Not only have the 
authors presented this main topic very fully, but they 
have also discussed such other important aspects of the 
science as chemical and other protective measures (Bacq 
has done much research in this particular topic), and the 
effect of whole body irradiation, which includes excel- 
lent chapters on the influence of the endocrine glands 
and the pathological biochemistry of the tissues involved. 
The chapters on the physico-chemical effects of radia- 
tion on the macromolecules associated with the nucleus 
and the cytoplasm of cells, and other substances, are also 
very valuable, especially as one of them is concerned 
with the effects of the radiomimetic chemicals. (Alex- 
ander’s research on these subjects has broadened the 
understanding of these mechanisms considerably.) 


Also most interesting is the authors’ treatment of 
the involved subject of the effects of irradiation of human 
beings, including a consideration of the chronic and acute 
effects on individuals, and a short survey of the genetical 
effects on the population as a whole. 


At the end of the book, as a result of their most com- 
plete survey of the whole field, the authors have been 
able to predict the four applications of human radio- 
therapy that they believe are most likely to be achieved, 
and where research will find its most useful endeavours. 
These are interesting enough to be quoted in full— 


(i) The diminishing of the effects of ionising radiation 
by administration of a protector before irradiation. 


(ii) The increasing locally in neoplastic tissues, the 
effectiveness of ionising radiations by the administration 
of a sensitiser which concentrates in the tumours. 


(iii) The reversing of the principal chemical and bio- 
chemical changes by injecting within a short time after 
irradiation a substance which restitutes the damaged 
molecules, e.g., the use of BAL in Lewisite poisoning. 


(iv) The application after irradiation of a factor which 
assists regeneration of the haemapoietic tissues. 


Bacq and Alexander have thus presented an excellent 
and complete survey of the research completed up to 
the time of publishing (there are no less than 960 original 
papers quoted in the bibliography). 


There can be no doubt that anybody who is interested 
in any aspect of radiobiology (which nowadays includes 
pharmacists) must regard this book as a most important 
work, both as a most informed review of research com- 
pleted or being undertaken with direction to the original 
papers involved, and as a guide where further research 
might be undertaken and results achieved. Although 
over three years old, it must be regarded as a most 
important reference and it cannot be disregarded by any 
user of ionising radiation in the biological field.—A.I.K.L. 


ACTIONS OF RADIATIONS ON LIVING CELLS. By 
(the late) D. E. Lea. Cambridge University Press. 
Second Edition, 1955. 416 and xiv and four plates. 


The second edition of Lea’s book, published after his 
death, embodies many amendments and additions added 
by the author to his own copy of the first edition, 
although never actually consolidated by him into this 
new edition. However, it appears that this has been 
done for him admirably, and it is now one of the more 
up-to-date books on the subject. 


Unlike Bacq and Alexander’s book, it does not survey 
the whole field of radiobiology, but gives an account of 
certain of the most fundamental actions of radiations on 
living cells—in particular the mechanism of the effects 
on cell division that are well enough understood to allow 
a complete and detailed discussion. The first chapters 
of the book are an excellent and original account of the 
relevant physical and chemical effects of ionising radia- 
tions. The main bulk of the book, however, is occupied 
with the effects of such radiations on viruses, and the 
genes and chromosomes of higher cells. In the conclud- 
ing chapter, the killing of cells by irradiation is dis- 
cussed. A feature of the book is the extensive numerical 
data supplied on the dissipation of energy in tissue. 


This book, particularly interesting, as it was written 
by a man with a background of physics, is certainly one 
of the most important written on the subject, and cer- 
tainly should be read by any user of radiations. To a 
pharmacist engaged in the dispensing and handling of 
radio-active isotopes, it is an excellent background refer- 
rer “i the properties of the substances he is using.— 


THE EXTRA PHARMACOPOEIA (Martindale), Vol. 1, 
24th edition. Pp. xxx and 1695. The Pharmaceutical 
Press, London. Australian price, 117/-. 


The rapidly increasing tempo of growth of medical 
knowledge and therapeutic agents in recent years is 
reflected in “Martindale” being bigger than ever. Despite 
vigorous pruning of the older material, modern develop- 
ments have made an increase of 320 pages necessary. In 
the 75 years of its existence “Martindale” has continued 
to grow and grow, and far from being the almost unaided 
production of its founder, it is now the product of the 
work of many advisers and the staff of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society’s Scientific Publications Department under 
the able guidance of the editor, Dr. K. R. Capper. 


The ever-increasing flood of medical specialties, and 
the tremendous wealth of literature, both purely scien- 
tific and commercial, relating thereto, must present a 
frightening task to even the most enthusiastic editorial 
committee in their attempts to reduce the material to a 
reasonable sort of working order and “manageable 
compass.” 
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When it is considered that “Martindale” comprises the 
essential pharmaceutical knowledge contained in the 
B.P., the B.P.C., the U.S.P., the I.P., the national and 
hospital formularies, all major foreign pharmacopoeias, 
as well as abstracts of pertinent information from several 
different medical, pharmacological and pharmaceutical 
journals, plus a wealth of information concerning the 
specialties of dozens of different manufacturers, it will 
be realised that no one person could ever hope to en- 
compass the task of pursuing all these sources in their 
original form—not taking into account the linguistic 
problem of the foreign pharmacopoeias. 

It weuld possibly be true to say that no one person 
has even read, let alone absorbed, the information con- 
tained in the new “Martindale,” and indeed it would be 
futile to attempt to do so. While the material must neces- 
sarily be very condensed to keep the volume within 
reasonable bounds, there would be exceedingly few 
instances where no information could be found, and 
even if the subject is not as fully covered as the needs 
of the moment demand, there is usually a clear indication 
where further details may be found. 

There must be a great wastage in the field of phar- 
maceutical specialties as new drug is superseded by 
newer drug, and much of the information enshrined in 
the printed page tends to be outmoded even at the time 
of publication. The roughly three-year periods elapsing 
between successive editions of “Martindale” see many 
changes in the status of pharmaceutical specialties, but 
without the aid of such a comprehensive digest as “Mar- 
tindale,” the practising pharmacist would fall further 
and further behind 1n the race to keep abreast of modern 
developments. He would be in the unhappy position of 
the “specialist” in reverse who knows less and less about 
more and more. 

It could easily be that subsequent edtions of ‘Mar- 
tindale” will come to be regarded as supplementary to 
previous volumes rather than superseding them. The 
lime may even come when it will be necessary to sub- 
divide Volume I into further separate volumes dealing 
with specialised aspects of pharmaceutical knowledge. 
However, this is one of many editorial preblems, and 
meanwhile “Martindale” bids fair to remain easily the 
most valuable reference manual for pharmacists in 
general. 

There have been many improvements in method of 
arrangement, and larger type for the abstracts makes 
for easier reading. Much new material has been included 
ig well-established groups of drugs, especially the anti- 
Diotics, and information is to be found concerning tran- 
quillisers and radio-active isotopes. A very comprehen- 
sive index of almost 20,000 entries greatly facilitates the 
use of the book. 

What greater tribute to the foresight of the original 
author for the needs of the pharmaceutical profession 
could there be than the question so frequently addressed 
to colleagues in search of pharmaceutical information: 
“Have you looked in ‘Martindale’?” — A.J.C. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SMITHSONIAN INSTI- 
TUTION, 1954. United States Government Printing 
Office, 1955. Pp. ix and 455. 177 plates. 

This publication has just been received, and, although 
doubtless, further accomplishments and acquisitions 
have been made by the Institution in the intervening 
years, it is by no means an outdated book. 

The first section of the book is comprised of the reports 
of the secretaries of the various branches of the Insti- 
tution and, when one notes among these the United 
States National Museum, Bureau of American Ethnology, 
Astrophysical Observatory, National Gallery of Art and 
National Zoological Park, etc., one realises that reports 
of their activities and achievements cannot but be educa- 
tional and interesting reading. 

The Smithsonian Institution was created by Act of 
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Congress in 1846, in accordance with the terms of the 
will of James Smithson, of England, who, in 1826, be- 
queathed his property to the United States of America, 
“to found at Washington, under the name of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, an establishment for the increase and 
diffusion of knowiedge among men.” Today it admirably 
fulfils the high ideals of its founder. 


The second section of the book is the General Appen- 
dix to the Smithsonian Report and the object of this 
is “to furnish brief accounts of scientific discovery in 
particular directions; reports of investigations made by 
staff members and collaborators of the Institution; and 
memoirs of a general character or on special topics that 
are of interest or value to the numerous correspondents 
of the Institution.” 


The pharmaceutical chemist whose studies have intro- 
duced him to a wide field of scientific subjects and whose 
general interest has, no doubt, led him into the field of 
art, should find every article of the Appendix of interest. 


In “The Nature of the Upper Atmosphere,” H. W. 
Massey informs us that the direct measurements of local 
conditions in the upper atmosphere, made possible by 
the remarkable developments in rocket propulsion which 
have enabled instruments to be caried to great heights, 
have, at jeast below 100 Km., confirmed deductions made 
from indirect methods of determination. 

“Although the sun is the great provider of the necessi- 
ties for iife, most of us know rather little about it, 
simply because it is so thoroughly reliable,” John W. 
Evans, in an article entitled “Solar Influence on the 
Earth,” claims, however, that “ in some things the sun 
is very capricious and quite unreliable,” and goes on to 
tell of some of these minor solar variations and their 
effect on the earth. 

“A bird flying—propelling itself by its own muscular 
efforts—is one of nature’s great masterpieces, and she 
guards very closely the secret of her success.” This 
statement is made by James Gray in a most interesting 
article on “The Flight of Animals.” 

Thomas M. Beggs, Director, National Collection of 
Fine Arts, gives us a delightful account of the life of 
Harriet Clare Johnston, who was a niece of James 
Buchanan, the fifteenth President of the United States, 
and hostess at the White House during his Administra- 
tion. The article is illustrated with several fine plates 
of paintings and sculptures, part of her collection, which 
is now, as property of the nation, in the custody of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Another illustrated article of interest to the nature 
lover is “The Romance of Domesticated Plants.” Herit- 
able variation among seed plants and the culturing of 
new and desirable variants has led to a large number 
of domesticated plant species which are greatly different 
from their wild ancestors. “The wild ancestor of corn is 
unknown. It has either become extinct, or is so different 
in appearance that it has not yet been recognised.” 

In his article, “The Electron Microscope in Biology,” 
Ralph W. S. Wyckoff explains the wonders of the elec- 
tron miscroscope, difficulties encountered in its use, and 
the exciting possibilities of the instrument. He tells of 
his observations of the influenza virus. “In sections 
through diseased tissues we find these virus particles 
not within the infected cells themselves, but clustered 
around their peripheries and developing from them as 
filaments that break off and segment into spheres.” 

John F. Fulton claims that “it is not commonly real- 
ised that many of the most significant advances in medi- 
cal science have been made by medical officers in the 
armed services or by civilian physicians working under 
the stimulus of wartime exigency,” and, in “Medicine, 
Warfare and History,” cites examples of this from a 
battle in 1339 to World War II. , 

From these references to a few of the articles, the 
variety and interest of topics will be seen and, being 
beautifully illustrated throughout, this is a publication 
worthy of the Smithsonian Institution.—D.W.S.

ADVERTISING OF PROFESSIONAL SERVICES

proportions to bring the claims of pharmacists before 
the public. 


The inroads that outside traders are making into 
legitimate pharmaceutical lines can, unless something 
is done very soon, take the butter from the business 
and leave us with nothing but stale crusts and dripping. 


The following are extracts from recent grocers’ 
journals:— 


“Retail Week,” June 13, 1958: “In our next issue we 
shall be publishing a full-scale feature on health and 
beauty aids merchandising in grocery-food stores. This 
will be of invaluable help to retailers who are branch- 
—— in this profitable and (as yet) relatively untried 
field.” 


“Self Service Merchandising,” June, 1958: “He is in 
a state of almost perpetual surprise at the high sales 
of his health and beauty aids, even though there is a 
chemist right next door. So he is soon putting in a 
special fixture which will hold only health and beauty 
aids.” Page 41. 


“There is still some measure of control on proprietary 
medicines, but this is getting weaker because people 
are gradually changing their custom from the chemist 
to the self-service grocer.” Page 44 


It is indeed surprising to see the number of people 
who come into pharmacy every day displaying tooth- 
paste, shampoos, cough mixtures, A.P.C. powders in 
their open baskets. This inroad will continue to go 
on unless we can bring before the public the fact that 
pharmaceuticals belong to pharmacy. This I believe can 
be done with very forceful institutional advertising. 
This must be kept up week after week and year after 
year. 


Let us not be complacent about this thing. Even with 
open display, self-selection and other gimmicks, we 
cannot sell anything unless the public is convinced 
that the pharmacy is the right and proper place to buy 
medicinal and toilet requirements. 


In order to get the best brains behind such a scheme 
and get the message home with greatest effect, every 
pharmacist should be prepared to meet a levy, no mat- 
ter how large, from the F.P.S.G.A., for, after all, it is 
but an insurance for the future.—Yours, etc.,

GREAT BRITAIN 


London; May 9, 1958 


Purchase Tax Changes 


Pharmacists throughout Great Britain were -put to 
considerable inconvenience and appreciable financial 
loss through the Budget. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer announced on April 15 that he was reducing 
the number of rates of tax from 7 to 4 by abolishing 
the 90 per cent. rate, the 50 per cent. rate and the 
10 per cent. rate. Cosmetics and perfumes were charge- 
able as luxuries at 90 per cent. of their wholesale 
value, and this was reduced to 30 per cent. Photo- 
graphic goods including cameras and films were reduced 
from 60 per cent. to 30 per cent., and certain electrical 
appliances including sun-ray lamps came down from 
60 per cent. to 30 per cent. Although holders could 
sell their stocks at the old rates, in practice they 
reduced their prices. One London chemist told a 
National newspaper that he estimated his loss at around 
£100, which is expected to be about the average, but 
a friend of your correspondent who owns two shops 
with an estimated stock of around £20,000 put his loss 
at £600 to £700. The Chancellor, Mr. Heathcoat Amery, 
in the course of his Budget speech, said that he could 
see little prospect of changing over to a retail sales tax. 
He believed that a comprehensive sales tax charged 
at a very low rate but yielding the same revenue as 
the present Purchase Tax was something of a mirage, 
and the same was true of a turnover tax. 


New N.P.U. Chairman 


Mr. H. G. Moss, of Feltham, has been appointed Chair- 
man of the National Pharmaceutical Union. He is also 
the present Chairman of the Proprietary Articles Trade 
Association. Mr. Moss has taken an increasing interest 
in pharmaceutical politics over the past twelve years. 
About five years ago he visited the United States to 
examine retail trading methods there, and he contri- 
buted an article on his visit to “The Australasian 
Journal of Pharmacy.” Mr. Moss is past Chairman of 
oe Middlesex Pharmaceutical Committee and is a keen 

otarian. 


Questionnaire on Dispensing Costs 


During the past few weeks many chemists in England 
and Wales have been engaged in completing a ques- 
tionnaire intended to determine accurately the cost of- 
running a dispensing service. When the last question- 
naire was sent out in 1954 too few private chemists 
made the necessary returns, so that the sample first 
obtained was not truly representative. Consequently 
on this occasion forms have been sent to between 1900 
and 2000 pharmacies, representing about one shop in 
six, as against one in thirteen four years ago. The 
questionnaire asks information first on the type of shop, 
and then details are asked of the income and expendi- 
ture over the past financial year. Income is divided 
into N.H.S. dispensing, private dispensing and other 
goods. Expenses are analysed under almost forty head- 
ings. Information is required on the total area of the 
shop and that used for dispensing and other activities 
or display. An analysis of the staff and their salaries 
is required and also of the actual time spent on dis- 
pensing and its ancillaries. This time should be obtained 
from observations taken at two-minute intervals over 
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the day throughout a period of three weeks. This, of 
course, is a burdensome task, and there is a tendency 
to overlook part of the time which is really attributable 
to maintaining the normal activities of the dispensing 
department. Help, however, is offered by the central 
N.P.U. staff and at local level by pharmaceutical com- 
mittees when doubt arises in the contractor’s mind. 
Reports are required by July 31. 


Cost of Medical Specialties 


Dr. T. H. M. Kerfoot, who is President of the Asso- 
ciation of British Pharmaceutical Industry, told the 
audience at the annual dinner of the Association that 
a survey had been carried out into the trend of prices 
of medical specialties which proved that the price level 
of a fully representative sample of these products de- 
creased from 1953 to 1957 by 18 per cent. over a period 
when prices of other goods were increasing. 

Dr. Kerfoot said that if a tuberculosis hospital was 
now spending ten times as much on drugs as it formerly 
spent, and as a result was no longer considered a 
resting place for the chronic and well-nigh incurable 
sick, but ‘was returning its patients to an active life 
with their condition completely controlled, it could not 
be denied that the money had been well spent. The 
industry was doing a good job. When the cost of the 
pharmaceutical services was being scrutinised, it was 
essential that the effects of drug treatment should be 
taken into account: “It costs not less than £3 per day 
to keep a patient in hospital; an average hospital stay 
costs something over £30. If an additional expenditure 
of 30/- or £2 gets a patient out of hospital one day 
sooner, or if the use of £5 worth of drugs keeps him 


out of hospital altogether, surely the money is well 
spent. Of the £74 million which it is estimated will 
be spent this financial year in the pharmaceutical ser- 


vices, £43 million will be paid to the industry, and I 
venture to suggest that that £43 million might well be 
about the best investment this country ever made. If 
we succeed in conquering diseases and so add another 
£10 million to the drug bill, shall we again be told 
that ‘something has got to be done to stop this appalling 
waste of money’? I hope not. Rather, I hope it will 
be said that the industry is doing a good job: let it 
continue to do a good job.”

Society's Affairs 


During the past month there has been the usual 
seasonal activity in the Society’s affairs, with the 
election of the President, Vice-President and Treasurer, 


the Council election, and the Annual and Branch Repre- 
sentatives’ Meetings. This year, recent precedents have 
been overthrown and Mr. D. W. Hudson has been 
appointed to the office of President of the Society for 
a second year. Mr. G. H. Hughes continues as Vice- 
President, and Past-President Spencer Howells enters 
into his 13th year as Treasurer. This is the second 
longest period for which any individual has held the 
last-mentioned office, having been exceeded only by 
Daniel Bell Hanbury a century ago. 


Eleven candidates contested the seven vacancies at 
the Annual Council election, but from the ballot papers 
returned there appeared to be the customary lack of 
interest amongst the rank and file, as only one-third 
of the papers issued were returned, some 9,127 out of 
a possible 27,387. All six retiring Councillors were re- 
elected, with Past President Alderman W. J. Tristram, 
past Lord Mayor of Liverpool, at the head of the poll. 
The new Member is Mr. E. T. Kent, of Sunderland, a 
proprietary pharmacist, who succeeds Past-President 
Granville Shaw, who did not seek re-election. 


Annual Meeting 


The Annual Meeting passed off quietly, although 
there was some discussion on the education policy. 
The Annual Financial Statement showed that there was 
a deficit of some £13,000 on the Society’s General Fund. 
The President stated that the last increase in the 
personal retention fee, and which is now £3/13/6 per 
year, took place in 1954, and costs had substantially 
increased since then. He also pointed out that under 
the new Finance Bill pharmacists would be able to 
claim this fee against their Income Tax. 

Most important of all, he revealed that arrange- 
ments had at long last been made regarding the Society’s 
permanent headquarters. Some ten years ago the par- 
tially completed building in Brunswick Square was 
sold to the University of London and the Society had 
to look for new headquarters. As the School has moved 
out, the Society has been able to occupy more space 
and the buildings have been: modernised. But an even 
more important development has taken place. The 
Council was offered the opportunity of acquiring the 
freehold of the area on which the Society’s house is 
situated, and after careful consideration it was acquired; 
an area approximately double the size of the present 
site has been bought. The Council consider that the 
purchase will be a good investment as well as securing 
as far as possible the future of the Society’s head- 
quarters on its original site. 


Society’s International Relations 

Mr. Hudson also said, “As members are perhaps 
aware, I have during my year of office as President 
spoken particularly on the Society’s international and 
overseas relations at Branch functions which I have 
attended. I have been privileged to represent the 
Society overseas on several occasions and in quite 
distant places, and my belief in the importance of 
these relations has been strongly confirmed by these 
experiences. I have been proud of and deeply touched 
by the respect and affection in which our Society is 
held overseas, and I know that during his similarly 
extensive travels the Secretary and Registrar found 
the same feelings everywhere he went. This places a 
responsibility on the Society to put its experience un- 
reservedly at the disposal of those organisations and 
authorities overseas which may be in need of assistance 
in developing their own systems. of education and 
practice and at the same time to maintain and develop 
its own standards to ensure that the confidence which 
it has inspired is justified.” 


Representatives’ Discussions 

The topics discussed by the Branch Representatives 
formed a good cross sample of the matters which are 
affecting pharmacists throughout the country, and in- 
cluded such varied items as titles for drugs, antibiotics 
and scheduled poisons, assistants in dispensing, the 
Society’s museum, a badge for pharmacists, education, 
advertising of dispensing services and a refresher course. 

Perhaps the subject with the most practical back- 
ground was that of returned medicine bottles. It was 
agreed that the meeting deplore the economic need to 
issue medicines in bottles which had been returned 
from sick persons, owing to the impracticability of 
thorough cleansing and sterilisation prior to re-use, and 
it was suggested that the Society’s laboratories should 
investigate the effectiveness of the methods used. The 
question of the provision of a distinctive badge or 
emblem for the personal use of pharmacists to enable 
recognition by each other and furthering good fellow- 
ship, received little support. Not unnaturally there 
was a large majority in favour of the proposition that 
the Council of the Society should use its best endea- 
vours to ensure that the supply of drugs and medicines 
for human and animal consumption should be restricted 
to pharmacists. It was said that to regard the phar- 
macist’s duties as concerned solely with dispensing and 
the sale of poisons was to take a too-limited view of 
his special contribution to the public welfare. That 
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the public needed guidance when buying drugs and 
medicines was shown by the fact that high-powered 
advertisements often had little regard, in their claims, 
for the ethical and moral responsibilities necessary in 
the treatment of the sick. The Registrar-General’s 
records for 1955 showed that in that year alone 21 per 
cent. of accidental deaths were caused by drugs other 
than scheduled poisons, and of these, 10 per cent. were 
caused by the taking of aspirin tablets, the remainder 
being from “other analgesics and soporific drugs.” In 
the same year 18 per cent. of all suicides were attributed 
to aspirin tablets. In March last, the Home Secretary 
had asked the Poisons Board to consider the need for 
controlling the supply of drugs that might be harmful 
if taken in excess, and earlier in the year Dr. Camps, 
the Home Office pathologist, addressing a Branch meet- 
ing, had said he was surprised how large a number of 
uncontrolled items might be classed as poisons. All 
this pointed to the public’s need for guidance. 


Schedule of Antibiotics 

It was agreed by the representatives that all products 
containing poisons and antibiotics should have a space 
provided for the name and address of the seller, and 
also that there should be a new official schedule for 
antibiotics, as at present it is difficult to define what 
can or cannot be sold, especially when it is contained 
in cattle medicine and foods. It was pointed out that 
Terramycin required a prescription if it was for a 
medicine, but if mixed with cattle food supplements 
it could be sold by anyone and in fact most sales were 
made by representatives of food firms. 

In retail practice pharmacists often have difficulty, 
as the legal requirements for prescribing Schedule 4 
preparations—which include barbiturates, antihista- 
mines and sulphonamides as well as other less frequently 
ordered compounds—are not fulfilled by the doctor, and 
they should not be handed to the patient until the 
prescription is in order. Accordingly it was decided 
that the Society should consult with the appropriate 
bodies to endeavour to have the regulations amended 
so that the dispensing pharmacist could after consulting 
the prescriber complete the prescription by adding 
either the amount or the strength of the preparation 
if they had been omitted. While this was carried, the 
meeting resisted a motion which asked the Society 
to reconsider the pharmacist’s right to supply Schedule 
4 preparations, particularly histamines, in suitable com- 
pounds or approved dilutions, without prescription. This 
decision seems to have been taken on the grounds 
that it would be highly undesirable for the pharmacist 
to appear to be prescribing such preparations. A 
motion was carried urging the Council to resist to the 
utmost any attempt to admit service-trained dispensers 
or certified assistants to the Register or to registered 
assistants in dispensing. It was also urged that the 
Council should not enter into any agreement with any 
other body concerning the registration of assistants 
without prior approval of a General Meeting of the 
members. 


Need for a New Unified Body 

A motion asking the Council to discuss with other 
pharmaceutical organisations the urgent need for the 
establishment of a single unified organisation able to 
speak with authority for all pharmacists, received a 
mere six votes. This was rather surprising, as at recent 
meetings motions with a similar aim have been well 
supported. The new Member of the Council, Mr. E. 
T. Kent, is in support of such an idea. Recently he 
told the Sunderland Branch of the Society that he 
considered there should be a “British Pharmacists’ As- 
sociation” with four sections, one each for proprietors, 
hospital pharmacists, managers and assistants, and 
wholesalers and manufacturers. He considered the 
establishment of such a body eight years ago because 
of the possibility of health centres, including dispen- 
saries, being built. In 1958 the matter had become 
more urgent because a number of experimental centres 
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now existed and more would be built. The local centre 
in Sunderland had caused a considerable loss of pre- 
scriptions to retail pharmacists. He was not happy 
about the future of retail pharmacy in the face of heavy 
overheads and a reduction in the spending power of 
the public. Conditions in hospital pharmacy were not 
good either, for experienced hospital pharmacists were 
underpaid. If the salary paid to a hospital pharmacist 
was an indication of what the Government thought a 
pharmacist was worth, then pharmacists in general had 
grave cause to be worried about the future. An Asso- 
ciation which could speak and act as one unit for the 
benefit of the profession was needed. Such an orga- 
nisation would bind pharmacists together and safeguard 
their interests. 


The London Scene 


London streets presented a strange spectacle to the 
representatives up from different parts of the country, 
as the familiar red double-decker buses were off the 
streets on account of a strike by drivers and conductors. 
They have now been out for five weeks and at least 
a 20-mile radius around London is affected. Shops in 
the centre have suffered a diminution in trade, but 
local businesses including pharmacies have profited, as 
housewives are much less willing to travel into town 
during the week. At the time of writing there seems 
little chance of a speedy settlement, and some workers 
on the Tube have been staging a go-slow in sympathy. 
The weather and the good nature of the average car 
owner have done much to alleviate the inconvenience 
to the public. 


Conference Cancelled 


The situation in France has led to the cancellation 
of the Congress of the Franco-British Pharmaceutical 
Commission, which was to have been held at Peebles 
in the Scottish Border country. Mr. Laurent has written 
to Sir Hugh Linstead, Secretary of the Commission, 
in the following terms: 

“It is with deep regret that I find myself compelled 
to cancel the forthcoming Pharmaceutical Congress at 
Peebles. The question has been in our minds for the 
past week, but I was anxious to wait until the last 
moment before taking a final decision of such gravity. 

. I am having daily telephone messages from con- 
gressists telling me that they feel they must cancel 
their bookings because they do not wish to leave their 
pharmacies or their families. Indeed I can see clearly 
that by taking this decision I shall be helping a number 
of our congressists who have avoided making this 
decision because they were afraid of making things 
difficult for us. You know, of course, that I would 
have liked to have told you earlier, but as you will 
understand we are not in control of the events which 
are unfolding at this moment. ... We know one another 
too well for me not to feel that you will all understand 
the reasons that have led to this decision. I would like 
you to be my spokesman to our colleagues across the 
Channel! and tell them how deep our regrets are.” 

The work of the Commission, however, is not at a 
standstill, as two British lecturers have toured France 
during the present year, and French lecturers have 
been in Great Britain. There has been a universal 
regret by British pharmacists that they will not meet 
their French friends at Peebles this year and accompany 
them on the bus tour of Scotland which had been 
arranged for the days succeeding the Congress. 


Presentation of Evans Medals 

The first awards of the Evans medals have now been 
made to hospital pharmacists. The presentation was 
carried out on May 31 at the Hall of the Society of 
Apothecaries in London by Mr. C. W. Robinson, a 
Director of Evans Medical Supplies Ltd., and who was 
in Australia for some ten years. The first award was 
to Mr. F. H. Newman, who has just retired from the 
position of deputy chief pharmacist at University Col- 
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lege, London, where he was for some 37 years. There 
he served under the late Dr. C. H. Hampshire, editor 
of the British Pharmacopoeia, Dr. Harold Davies, now 
chief pharmacist at the Ministry of Health, and the 
present pharmacist, Mr. D. T. Whittet. The second 
medal was awarded posthumously to Mr. A. M. Mees, 
a former Chairman and Treasurer of the Guild. The 
Evans award is made on the recommendation of the 
Council of the Guild of Public Services for outstanding 
contributions to pharmacy and the public service. 


Award to Assistants 

Assistants in dispensing in hospitals where there is 
no pharmacist, and who handle and supply dangerous 
drugs without direct supervision, have been awarded 
an extra allowance of £25 per year, and other assistants 
whose work is particularly responsible without a phar- 
macist’s supervision may be considered individually 
with a view to their receiving an extra merit allowance. 


Poliomyelitis Vaccine 


Inoculation of school children in the approved age 
groups with anti-poliomyelitis vaccine now appears to 
be going ahead steadily, and very few parents are 
objecting to their children receiving the American 
product which has not been tested in this country. The 
Minister of Health, Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, has stated 
that it is still the Government’s intention that as soon 
as supplies are sufficient, only the British type vaccine 
will be used. The orders which were originally placed 
with British manufacturers were for the quantities 
which the firms thought they could produce over a 
period of six months. The quantities delivered did not 
come up to the orders placed. A third British firm 
has in fact entered into production, and if its vaccine 
passed the Medical Research Council’s tests, Mr. Walker- 
Smith was fully prepared to consider placing orders 
with it. 

Carbromal and Bromvaletone 

Reference have been made in recent News Letters 
to the use. of preparations containing carbromal and 
bromvaletone. The Council of the Pharmaceutical 
Society has now decided that there is a prima facie 
case for the inclusion of these two compounds in Part 1 
of the Poisons List and the First and Fourth Schedules 
to the Poisons Rules. If this were carried out the 
drugs could be obtained on prescription only. The 
Council has also suggested that the Ministry of Health 
should conduct an inquiry into the extent of the misuse 
of such drugs and preparations containing them. 


Attack on Viruses 

At the Royal Society’s Conversazione held during May 
the first public demonstration was given of a substance 
“Interferon” which it is hoped will one day be effective 
in the treatment and prevention of virus diseases in 
man. “Interferon” is a protein which inhibits the 
growth of a number of viruses without causing gross 
damage to cells. The workers at the National Institute 
for Medical Research obtained it during the study of 
one virus interfering with the growth of a second 
unrelated virus. “Interferon” can be produced in the 
laboratory without any complicated apparatus, and it 
is active against a wide range of viruses, but much 
research work must still be carried out. In its prepa- 
ration chick chorioallantoic membranes are incubated 
with ultra-violet-inactivated influenza virus at 37 deg. 
C., and, after two to three hours, the virus is removed 
and the membranes incubated overnight in a buffered 
salt solution. “Interferon” is formed in the membranes 
and released into the fluid. The interfering activity of 
the material produced is then measured by its ability 
to prevent the growth of influenza and related viruses 
in pieces of chick tissue in test tubes. When these 
“Interferon” preparations are concentrated ten times 
they greatly reduce the growth of viruses such as 
vaccinia and cowpox in fertile hens’ eggs, and com- 
pletely prevent the “vaccination” nodules produced by 
vaccinia and fibroma viruses in the rabbit skin

No matter how the proposed pharmaceutical education 
scheme is implemented, the training which really 
matters will still be the responsibility of some master 
pharmacist.

Too often his moral obligations 
were carried out to the detriment of his business ones, 
but that never worried him, for his conscience was easy. 

But what of today? These young pharmacists, igno- 
rant of the responsibilities and obligations of a phar- 
macist because they have never been told what a 
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pharmaceutical career embraces, are unaware that they 
are slowly losing control of their calling and being 
encircled by big business. Pharmacy has contributions 
to make and weapons with which to retaliate. Its 
future will depend upon a successful alliance between 
that which was sound in the past with that which is 
necessary today. 


The training scheme of the future must develop the 
individual, it must develop the art of management and 
administration, and it must be focused upon improving 
our relation with the public. Recognition of the need 
for a complete training and better public relations is 
the duty of every master pharmacist.

SYDNEY UNIVERSITY PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION 

In 1952 the Pharmacy Amendment Act provided for 
a three-year full-time degree course. As yet the efforts 
of the staff of the Pharmacy Department at the. Uni- 
versity and the students have been futile. 

Below is a copy of a letter sent under date April 21 
to the Senate Committee by the Secretary of S.U.P.A., 
Maurice Lazarus (local publicity officer, S.U.P.A.). 
“The Chairman, 

Senate Committee on Pharmaceutical Education, 
University of Sydney. 
Dear Sir, 

Representing the pharmacy students of the Univer- 
sity of Sydney, I ask leave to express to you the policy 
of the Sydney University Pharmaceutical Association 
(S.U.P.A.) with regard to pharmaceutical education. 

Throughout the years S.U.PA.. has worked towards the 
raising of the New South Wales standard of pharma- 
ceutical education, which is at present far below world 
standard—even below standards set by some other 
States of the Commonwealth. 

The policy of S.U.P.A. is most definite, and has only 
been formulated after an extensive study of the many 
and varying factors affecting education. 

Our poliey is as follows:— 

“That we favour a full three-year course, followed 
by a year’s experience spent with a pharmacy before 
registration, as is provided for in the Pharmacy Amend- 
ment Act of 1952.” 

And 

“That we definitely oppose any change in the three- 
year full-time degree course.” 
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And 
“That we consider any delay in the establishment 
of such a course to be for the detriment of Pharmacy 
as_a profession.” 

This is our considered opinion founded for the fol- 
lowing reasons:— 

Full-time training at the University would lead to 
an ultimate uniformity in dispensing and ethical prac- 
tice. 

The present apprenticeship system allows for an 
initial training by the master pharmacist, often vividly 
at variance from approved and standard procedure. In- 
variably these methods remain at temporary abeyance 
during university training, and are readapted as the 
qualified pharmacist moves on to practise as a phar- 
macist. 

In most cases the proposed three-year course would 
mean a great lessening of the financial burden on most 
pharmacy students. Students under the three-year 
course would be eligible for concession travel on Go- 
vernment transport to which they are now ineligible. 
Also students holding the Commonwealth scholarships 
would, family circumstances permitting, be able to take 
advantage of the living allowance under the Common- 
wealth Scholarship Scheme. The wages accessible to 
a student during university vacation would be con- 
sidered ample substitution for the meagre earnings of 
a student under the apprenticeship system 

The process for selection for apprenticeship leaves 
much to be desired. Many people who set out to enter 
Pharmacy with an earnest and sincere desire to enter 
the profession are deterred by lack of placements for 
apprenticeship, the positions in the main being taken 
by those with no more desire to complete a short en- 
trance to a moderately lucrative profession. Thus 
people who could hold Pharmacy to its ethical stan- 
dards are lost to it. 

The three-year degree course would leave selection 
to matriculation and a natural desire to enter Phar- 
macy as a career. The interest of a student in such 
a career to secure finance for his first year would be 
identical to that of a student of any other faculty at 
present. Once the first year was completed, employ- 
ment in a pharmacy would be obtainable. Ideally a 
board could be established, as has been done for den- 
tistry, to help students experiencing financial difficul- 
ties during their course. 

Basically it is granted that Pharmacy is a profession. 
The pharmacist must be able to present to the public 
a united, competent front. This, to our mind, acknow- 
ledging the tremendous recent progress medical re- 
search has made, cannot be completely obtained under 
the present apprenticeship system. 

The three-year degree course would present the 
public with a much more completely thorough know- 
ledge of the Pharmacology and Chemotherapy of mod- 
ern medicine. Such changes cannot but help markedly 
the standard of public health. 

The change over to a new course would of necessity 
be a painful one. Surely this should not be allowed 
to interfere with the natural progress of our profession. 

Of the British Empire, many Continental countries 
and the United States of America, only Australia and 
New Zealand remain with apprenticeship systems exis- 
tent. Yet we still expect reciprocal arrangement with 
other countries of the British Empire. Surely future 
pharmacists from New South Wales have the right to 
expect that their standard of education should be equal 
to world standard. Should not the public also have 
this right and know that their pharmacists should not 
trail natural progress by so many years? 

At present many brilliant students are lost and will 
be lost to the post-graduate courses available in nor- 
mal progression to other faculties. With a Bachelor of 
Pharmacy, a student would not find the necessity to do 
the extra three years required under the apprenticeship 
system. 

Above are our reasons for favouring a degree course, 
and, as the advantages of this course are non-existent 
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in the present system, so must we oppose such a sys- 
tem. We feel that as most of the time devoted to the 
proposed new course would be pharmaceutical studies, 
the result would be a higher standard in comparison 
with the apprenticeship system, where a good deal of 
time is devoted to tasks requiring no great mental 
ability. 

As I submit these reasons for our policy, may I re- 
spectfully request permission to reprint this letter for 
publication in student and higher pharmacy magazines 
—so better to inform the students of what we en- 
deavour to accomplish. May I also request permission 
to publish with it a copy of your reply.

GUILD MURALS

Mr. Annois, a Council member of the Victorian

(Sir Daryl Lindsay was also an associate) about six 
years ago. Since then he has exhibited regularly twice 
a year at R.W.S. shows in London. 


INSULIN 


Senator Wodsworth, in the Upper House, asked the 
Minister representing the Minister for Health on May 7, 
if under the present health scheme diabetics received 
supplies of insulin free, but the use of the necessary 
quantities of insulin is controlled by twice daily tests for 
sugar, using Clinitest tablets, which cost a considerable 
amount of money and sometimes this causes financial 
hardship. 


He asked further, if this was so, would the Minister 
consider placing these tablets on the free list. 

In reply Senator Cooper said:— 

1. Clinitest tablets are used by diabetics in testing 
for sugar, but these tablets are not costly. 

2. Matters of this nature are always referred to the 
Pharmaceutical Benefits Advisory Committee for con- 
sideration. Following consideration, a recommendation 
is made to me for the inclusion or otherwise of the drugs 
concerned. 

I may state that a preparation used by diabetics for 
testing for sugar is already available under the pro- 
visions of the National Health Act for pensioners. 


POISONS IN HOSPITALS 


(Extract from The Annual Report and Year Book of 
the Association of British Pharmaceutical Industry, 
1957-1958) 

In 1955, the Standing Medical, Nursing and Pharma- 
ceutical Advisory Committees of the Central Health 
Services Council appointed a Joint Sub-Committee with 
the following terms of reference:— 

“To consider and report on the desirability of adopt- 
ing a standard system for determining the responsibility 
for the custody and issue of Dangerous Drugs and 
scheduled poisons in hospitals, and for recording the 
requisitioning and issuing of them.” 

The report of this sub-committee, published in Feb- 
ruary, 1958, was concerned primarily with the control 
of poisons in hospitals, but certain of the observations 
and recommendations contained therein were of interest 
to manufacturers whose products are used in the hospi- 
tal service. The report suggests that for hospital use 
bottles containing liquid preparations not intended for 
oral or parenteral administration should be fluted ver- 
tically with ribs or grooves recognisable by touch; 
somewhat similar recommendation is made in respect 
of bottles used for certain tablets. 

The Sub-Committee also considers that preparations 
supplied from a pharmaceutical department should be 
labelled, wherever possible, with the pharmacopoeial 
or other approved name, and that other names should 
be smaller in size and character. Discussing the label- 
ling of substances included in the First Schedule to the 
Poisons Rules 1952, the Sub-Committee expressed the 
opinion that manufacturers could assist hospitals by 
marking Schedule I poisons as such and not merely 
with the word “poison” or other prescribed indication 
of character as required by Rule 20 (2) of the Rules. 

The Ministry of Health issued a memorandum to 
hospital authorities, drawing attention to this report, 
and reminding them of advice previously given about 
the prevention of accidents owing to the injection of 
wrong solutions; the following were amongst the points 
mentioned in the memorandum:— 

“(a) Printing on ampoules should run parallel to the 
long axis, and should be as nearly as possible indelible 
and of such colour as to ensure legibility. Irrelevant 
information should be excluded. 

“(b) So far as practicable, injection fluids should be 
dispensed in ampoules as single doses. It is hoped that 
in future injectable drugs will be more readily avail- 
able in this form.” 

The Ministry expressed the hope that members of 
the Association would, as far as practicable, take the 
necessary steps to ensure that these recommendations 
were capable of implementation.

New Member Elected.—Mr. J. L. Mitchell, George- 
town. 


Container Charges.—Reference was made to the ad- 
justment of the price of caps under P.B.A. Members 
were advised to make their claims on the old prices. 


The meeting decided that consideration should be 
given to revising all container prices. 


Experimental Materials to School Children.—Mr. 
J. H. Gould drew attention to the grave danger of 
supplying children with materials for the purpose of 
manufacturing fireworks and general experimental 
work. He considered that they should not be supplied 
with these materials. Experiments should only be 
carried out under the supervision of an experienced 
teacher. 


Bureau of Poisons.—Mr. Prowse asked if any arrange- 
ments were in hand for the establishing of a bureau 
of poisons for the purpose of organising and recording 
the formula used in various rat poisons, and domestic 
items which are a potential danger to children, as 
chemists were often asked to supply this information 
when a case of suspected poisoning occurred. 


It was considered that the best place for a record to 
be available would be the Royal Hobart Hospital, and 
the meeting decided that the matter should be referred 
to the Pharmaceutical Society for consideration. 


Publicity and Merchandising Plan.—At this stage Mr. 
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Attiwill and Mr. Ross, accompanied by Mr. Crisp, 
joined the meeting. 


The Chairman extended a welcome to the Federal 
officers. 


Mr. Ross then spoke on the proposed publicity and 
merchandising plan. 


He considered this was the most important subject 
he had addressed to members of the Guild. He traced 
the origin of the scheme from the visit which he and 
Mr. Scott made to America. 


Developments in the Australian retail groceries chain 
stores, self-serve or cash and carry stores were being 
efficiently organised, and had caused considerable con- 
cern in their filching of pharmacy turnover in many 
lines. The present plan was to combat that encroach- 
ment and improve chemists’ turnovers. 


He explained that Victoria had been made the ex- 
perimental State, and Tasmania had been asked to join 
with them. The finance of the scheme was to be raised 
by a 4 per cent. charge on chemists’ wholesale pur- 
chases, the charge to be made by the main wholesale 
houses. All moneys collected in each State would be 
spent in that State. All such finance would be paid 
into a special bank account, under Federal Council con- 
trol, and operated by the Federal Secretary of the Guild 
under the control of a group of trustees. The whole 
project to be for a 12 months’ trial period. 


He stressed the necessity for finance to carry out this 
plan in a really big way. He considered the Guild had 
in the past always lacked sufficient funds to compete 
with other organisations, and this had been the cause 
of the failure of “Family Circle.” However, the pre- 
sent scheme should make available something like 
£250,000 throughout Australia. 


Mr. Attiwill referred to the very difficult work that 
the merchandising personnel had in hand. He con- 
sidered they must reinforce in the public mind the 
importance of the family chemist in the community. 
aed were at a peak of their work over the past 10 or 
12 years. 


The advertising agent engaged for this plan would 
be responsible to the Federal Council, who would see 
that programmes and newspapers would convey the 
material required by the respective State Branch Com- 
mittee. He stressed that the money raised in Tasmania 
would be spent in Tasmania under the supervision of 
the State Branch Committee, and this would be the 
position in each State. 


Mr. Ross gave some details of a staff training plan 
to be incorporated within this scheme. He referred to 
the lack of training both of master pharmacists and 
their staffs, which had been revealed by surveys, and 
had prompted the preparation of the training scheme 
now nearing completion. 


The Chairman reported that over 30 per cent. of the 
members of the Branch had already signed approval 
forms for the plan. 


Members then asked a number of questions which 
were answered by the Federal officers, and the follow- 
ing motion of Mr. Townley, seconded by Mr. Shield: 


“That the Federal Council plan to finance a Pub- 
licity and Merchandising Fund by debiting 3 per cent. 
of chemists’ monthly purchases from accredited whole- 
sale houses for the purpose of promoting publicity 
and better methods of merchandising for Pharmacy 
be approved,” 


was carried unanimously. 


Mr. Crisp moved a vote of thanks to Messrs. Ross and 
Attiwill, and this was carried with acclamation. 


The meeting closed at 10.30 p.m.

ADVICE GIVEN TO DOCTORS ABOUT DRUGS 


Sir Charles Bickerton Blackburn recently urged doctor 
graduates not to be “carried away” over expensive 
drugs. 

Sir Charles, the Chancellor, was conferring Medicine 
and Surgery degrees on 17 graduates at the University 
of Sydney. 

He told them they should help to reduce the heavy 
medical expenses of patients wherever possible and 
should not be carried away with the idea that an expen- 
sive drug was better than a less expensive one. 

Many patients did better without drugs, he said. “You 
must always put first the welfare of the patient; being 
paid should come second,” said Sir Charles. 


KILLER KEROSENE 


The Pharmaceutical Society’s May “Digest” contained 
a warning stressing the danger of kerosene in the home. 

This warning was taken up by “Granny” in Column 
8 (“S.M.H.,” June 9) which commented— 


“The N.S.W. Pharmaceutical Society—which knows 
all about the risks of putting the wrong stuff in bottles 
—reports in its journal that a recent survey at the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital for Children showed that 46 per 
cent. of the cases of accidental poisoning were caused by 
drinking kerosene. 


The warning is: Don’t store kerosene, methylated 
spirit, turpentine or petrol in beverage bottles. 

In cases of poisoning, do not use an emetic, because 
vomiting causes the kerosene to enter the lungs, making 
more trouble. 


Call a doctor and get the child to hospital quickly.” 


DOCTOR REPRIMANDED FOR ADMINISTRATION 
OF DRUG 


Dr. John Frederick Marrington, 38 years of age, who 
was fined £10 in October, 1957, on a charge of admin- 
istering Pethidine to himself, was reprimanded by the 
Disciplinary Medical Tribunal of the Medical Board on 
May 26. 

The doctor told the tribunal that he had taken the drug 
to relieve the pain from gout. 


Evidence was given before the tribunal that Dr. Mar- 
rington had been placed on a three-year bond on a charge 
of having driven a motor car under the influence of a 
drug. It was stated by a detective that he found Dr. 
Marrington’s car crashed into a wall near Homebush 
brickworks. Another detective said he found an empty 
bottle marked Pethidine with three hypodermic syringes 
in the back of the doctor’s car. 

Dr. Marrington told the tribunal he was married and 
had two children. He had had severe attacks of gout 
while he was in the R.A.A.F. Doctors in the R.A.A.F. had 
inserted a false joint in one of his feet. He stated that 
he started to take Pethidine because gout began to 
affect his other foot. He said he did not intend to take 
up general practice again. 


The tribunal said that it took a serious view of the 
matter and reprimanded Dr. Marrington.

FIRST-YEAR APPRENTICESHIP LECTURES, 1958 

The Pharmaceutical Society’s first-year apprentice lec- 
tures commenced in the Stawell Hall, Macquarie Street, 
Sydney, on May 27. 

Addressing an audience of some 200 apprentices, the 
Society President, Mr. Powell, said: 

“On behalf of the Society I welcome you here this 
morning, to the 1958 series of first-year apprentice lec- 
tures. The Society is the oldest organisation in phar- 
macy in this State. Every qualified pharmacist is eligible 
to become a member, also apprentices and others as 
Associates. 
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“Membership entitles members 
to monthly issues of the ‘A.J.P.,’ 
also attendance at refresher lec- 
tures. The last of this year’s 
series finished last May. Visits 
to the country carry the know- 
ledge of what is happening. There 
is also our ‘Digest,’ which con- 
tains articles by notable persons. 


“The first lecture will deal 
with the mathematics of phar- 
macy, which indeed are not easy. 
Mr. C. Gostelow, President of the 
Pharmacy Board, will be your 
lecturer. The second series of 
lectures will be given by Mr. E. 
G. Hall, who is a Gold Medallist. 


“Don’t get the idea the lectures 
are unimportant; if you do not 
study very closely, the 200-odd 
here today will not be here in 
three years’ time. I have with me 
here Mr. Conolly, joint Secretary 
of the Society and the Guild. He 
will give you a brief outline of 
the Guild’s activities.” 


Mr. Conolly then gave concise 
information regarding the func- 
tions of the Guild as pharmacy’s 
business organisation. 


Mr. Powell then introduced the 
lecturer, Mr. Gostelow, to the 
assemblage. He said, “You have 
heard of the activities of the 
Society and the Guild. My Board, 
the Pharmacy Board, is a Gov- 
ernment-appointed board. It is 
not there to protect the pharma- 
cist, but to protect the public. It 
has eight elected members and 
one appointed member.” Mr. Gos- 
telow then traced the steps to be 
taken to effect an apprenticeship. 
He also gave an outline of what 
would take place prior to quali- 
fication and registration as a 
pharmaceutical chemist.

Toast of the Society 


The Loyal Toast was honoured. 

The duty of proposing the toast “The Pharmaceutical 
Society of N.S.W.,” was confided in the President, Mr. 
K. H. Powell, who said: “Eighty-two years ago a group 
of pharmacists founded the Pharmaceutical Society of 
New South Wales. The main reason was to establish 
an organisation which insisted that educational require- 
ments of pharmacists should be adequate to the day. The 
new body was firm in its demand that pharmaceutical 
education suffice to meet the requirements of public 
health. Through the years the Society has, like its 
founders, come to you to enforce these educational re- 
quirements. 


About twenty years ago the then president of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, Mr. Cutler, propounded a radi- 
cal scheme for pharmaceutical education. He postulated 
a three-year course. It was the first time such a sugges- 
tion had been put forward. The Society continued to 
pursue with vigour the ideals of its founders. I am happy 
to announce that the Senate of the University of Sydney 
has endorsed such a policy; a three-year full-time course 
to commence in 1960; that is the earliest date possible.” 
(Loud applause). “The policy of the Government can now 
be implemented. We will now take our proper place 
in the health team of the community. I now propose the 
toast to our founders and to the future.” 


Parliament 


The Toast Master, Mr. A. F. Winterton, called upon 
Mr. W. R. Cutler to propose a toast to Parliament. Mr. 
Cutler said he approached this formidable task with 
humility. The stability of Government in British Com- 
munities had not come overnight, but by a gradual pro- 
cess of evolution. As to pharmaceutical education there 
were “anti-bodies” amongst the chemists. Parliament in 
New South Wales was based upon the mother of Parlia- 
ments from that cradle of democracy. The announce- 
ment made by the President indicated that the 1952 
amendment of the Pharmacy Act would come into force. 
It would enable Government policy to be implemented 
with important benefit to the public. 


Response 


Responding, the Minister of Health, the Honourable 
W. F. Sheahan, said he was glad to hear that harmony 
existed; that there was domestic felicity in pharmacy. 
He said: “I appreciate the warm references made about 
myself by Mr. Cutler. Having seen Mr. Powell on TV 
discussing drug addiction, I attended this banquet with 
some trepidation. As a chemist told me—reduced to 
chemicals you would be worth 1/9 over the counter. I 
am glad of your references to the institution of Parlia- 
ment. However, I wonder if you would put No. 1 
before my name on the ballot paper; but, that is beside 
the point. Reverting to TV, I was amused last night to 


see a person imitating Mr. Muggeridge interviewing an 
Australian. He said ‘Now I will ask you some questions 
about comedy. Who is the greatest comedian on TV in 
Australia?’ He replied ‘Eric Baume.’ Now, Berlei are 
bringing out three new bras—The ‘Stalin,’ to suppress the 
masses. The ‘S.A.’ (The Salvation Army), to uplift the 
fallen, and the ‘Eric Baume,’ for making mountains 
out of molehills.” Said Mr. Sheahan, “This I believe” 
(laughter.) 


The problem of the new pharmacy school is completely 
settled and credit is due to the late James McGirr, Pre- 
mier of this State, and a pharmacist like yourselves. 
The Bill was passed in 1952 without a dissentient voice. 
There was some pressure applied to prevent the intro- 
duction of a new course. The Department received it, 
investigated it and rejected the submissions. The three- 
year course will be implemented in 1960. The Chancellor 
told me that the Senate had accepted the full three-year 
course. My relations with the Society have been very 
happy and I hope they continue so. I have been charmed 
at your dinner and I thank you for inviting me. 


The Guests 


Proposing the toast “Our Guests,” Mr. J. F. Plunkett 
said: We have here a proud array of guests. Reference 
has been made to the Minister, Mr. Sheahan, who is 
accompanied by his Under-Secretary, Mr. Cameron. The 
University of Sydney is represented by Professor Thorp 
and his colleague, Dr. Wright, Associate Professor of 
Pharmacy, and head of the Pharmacy Department in the 
University of Sydney. 

We are honoured by the presence of Dr. Morrow, 
President of the B.M.A. The relations between the doc- 
tors and the chemists are very happy. The Pharmacy 
Board is represented by the Registrar, Mr. Cosgrave: 
we express congratulations to the President of the Board, 
Mr. Cliff Gostelow. We know he will make a fitting suc- 
cessor to the late beloved John L. Townley, who filled 
the office of President for so many years. 


We are delighted to have Mr. Norton, President of the 
Australian Dental Association, and there is Mr. Jim 
Kelleher, who has proved himself a true friend of phar- 
macy in this State, as Chief Pharmacist, Commonwealth 
Department of Health. We welcome Miss Sweeney, who 
is representing the President of the Women Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemists’ Association. They have always supported 
us. They bring charm and beauty to our gathering. 


There is the President of the S.U.P.A., Mr. Adrian 
Norris. We are pleased to see him. 


The students will become our future members. Lastly 
we welcome our own members. It is the first time we 
have had such a large gathering. It is gratifying to see 
it. In years to come the annual dinner will be looked 
upon as a reunion. I extend a special welcome to 
“Methane” Davis, founder of the Guild. 


Responses 


Responding, Professor Thorp read from the menu a 
quotation—‘‘Experience has taught me that whenever 
anything is on the tip of my tongue I keep it there.” 
However, he was happy this time to say that the three- 
year full-time course was to come into operation. He 
had not thought it would take ten years to introduce the 
new course. The introduction of the course would not 
be an easy matter. A large number of students in first 
year would present difficulty. 

In first year it was proposed to give training inter- 
changeable with Med. I. The Professorial Board would 
set up a sub-committee to draw up an establishment. 
First year would be staggering; in second and third year 
how many students would there be? Possibly two hun- 
dred in second and third year. We must not understate 
the facilities required. Your Society has come to our 
aid materially; I think what you are doing is the pro- 
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vision of routine items, which should come from ordinary 
revenue. 


The Society should provide scholarships and foster 
the bright students—that is the sort of thing the Society 
should do. It is a very great pleasure for me to come 
here tonight to see those whom I taught growing up 
to take their place in the Society. Again referring to the 
menu it is stated “Leisure is the reward of labour.” The 
decision to implement the three-year full-time course is 
the reward of nine years’ struggle-——Applause. 


Supporting the response, Dr. Morrow said: Thank you 
for your kind words; I am pleased to be here again. 
There are so many more people this year. It must be due 
to myself, Mr. Norton, or the Minister. As President 
of the B.M.A. I thank the Pharmaceutical Society for 
co-operation in our various mutual endeavours. It is 
pleasant to sit next to Mr. Cutler, who worked with our 
late Federal President, Dr. Collins, in the early stages 
of the Pharmaceutical Benefits Scheme. I congratulate 
the Society on a very pleasant evening. 


Mr. E. G. Hall then proposed a toast to the Toast 
Master, Mr. Winterton, which was carried by acclamation.

At the meeting of the Trade and Commerce Sub- 
Committee, held at Science House on May 26, there were 
present Messrs. K. W. Jordan, K. A. Cartwright, R. W. 
Feller, R. S. Leece and R. L. Frew. 


Lifebuoy Soap, Etc.—The margins on Lifebuoy Soap, 
Regular, Bath and Family, had been reduced. A letter 
had been addressed to Mr. M. Adams, General Sales 
Manager of Lever Bros., drawing attention to the fur- 
ther reduction in the mark- -up, and stating that unless 
a reply is received by the Committee indicating a re- 
storation of profit margins to those operating at October 
20, 1956, we must advise our members of the slump in 
the profit on Lifebuoy and suggest that stockholding be 
kept to a rigid minimum. No reply had been received. 


“Two-for-One Offers”’—Federal Council's Decision.— 
The Federal Council had decided to reject any form 
of inducement to buy (saleable merchandise or not). 

The only type of promotional inducement which the 
Guild would not oppose was a sample not attached to 
merchandise.—Noted. 


Polaroid 50%.—Successful results have been achieved 
in securing a 50 per cent. mark-up on Polaroid. Refer- 
ence to the matter would be sent out to members from 
Mr. R. G. Ross, Federal Merchandising Manager. 


Waterburys Compound: Advertising.—A letter should 
be sent to Warner Lambert Pty. Ltd., telling the com- 
pany that the Guild was right behind it. A letter 
should be sent to the company, enquiring if the Guild 
could be of any assistance with publicity in the Guild 
Service Bulletin. 

Dentaperle—Quite a number of members had re- 
ceived a circular from Dentaperle, 220 William street, 
Sydney, alleging that they have been given an exclusive 
agency for their town and district for Dentaperle.

OBITUARY 


John James Cocking 


It is with great regret that we record the death of 
John James Cocking, which occurred as the result of 
a street accident in Amsterdam on June 3. 

The late Mr. Cocking had been associated with official 
pharmacy as a member of the State Branch Committee 
of the Guild for very many years and was in close con- 
tact with Mr. A. W. McGibbony when the constitution 
and formation of the Guild were under very active con- 
sideration prior to formation, Mr. McGibbony then being 
in practice at Bendigo. 

Mr. Cocking was apprenticed to the late John F. Vale, 
of Kensington, in 1895. He qualified in 1900. For a 
time after qualification he was employed as an assistant 
with Hatton and Laws, a very old-established pharmacy 
in Launceston, Tasmania. 

Mr. Cocking established -himseif in business at Ben- 
digo in 1908 and conducted a successful business there 
for approximately half a century. 

He is survived by two sons, one of whom, Mr. A. W. 
Cocking, is a registered pharmaceutical chemist and 
proprietor of a pharmacy at 42 Tuxen Street, North 
Balwyn. 

To both sons we extend our sympathy. 


A Tribute by Mr. A. W. McGibbony 


It was a great shock to me to learn of the tragic death 
of John Cocking by accident, whilst on an overseas tour, 
which, according to a letter I received a few days after 
learning the sad news, he was enjoying to the utmost. 

His passing breaks the last link with Bendigo of that 
small band of pharmacists who, in the middle 1920’s, first 
considered, and then pushed forward, the proposals 
which brought the Guild into existence, a task in which 
he assisted in no small measure. 

I had the privilege of enjoying a close friendship with 
John for well over forty years and a truer or more loyal 
friend one could not wish or hope to have. 

Such was the nature of the man that I cannot recall 
one single instance, during the time I knew him, of his 
having uttered a derogatory word or raised his voice in 
anger against anyone. 

Amongst his old Bendigo friends and confreres he 
was often referred to as the “Baby King,” for he made 
a special feature of the treatment of infant ailments, 
and it was no uncommon sight to see a number of prams 
parked outside his pharmacy. 

His unfailing courtesy and unassuming manner earned 
for him many friends, who will miss his ever-ready smile 
and cheerful greeting; but by none more than the Ben- 
digo mothers of young children, many of whom looked 
upon him as their “guide, philosopher and friend” so 
far as their infants’ health was concerned, and who in- 
variably left his pharmacy much happier than when 
they entered it, with the assurance given in the inimit- 
able John Cocking manner, “Just follow the instruc- 
tions I have given you and you will find everything will 
soon be all right.” I often chided him about this, but he 
assured me that he rarely failed. 

We extend our sincere sympathy to Lindsay and Alan.

which occurred on June 10. Mr. Westwood was born on 
June 8, 1878, at Albert Park. He was apprenticed in 
Auburn in 1894 at the age of 15 years and 9 months. He 
attended lectures at the Victorian College of Pharmacy 
in 1896 and qualified in 1900. After a period of a few 
years of relieving work and managing in both city and 
country districts for experience, he eventually estab- 
lished a pharmacy in Malvern and was in business there 
from 1915 to 1949. During that time he survived two 
serious operations. After retirement he still did some 
country relieving. 

Mr. Westwood is survived by a daughter, Mrs. E. J. 
Reed. His wife and a son, who qualified as a dentist, 
predeceased him. 

These notes are prepared from information written 
by Mr. Westwood himself and headed—‘“Information for 
Pharmacy Board in case of death.” There is an addition 
to the original notes which reads—‘“On deck relieving 
Jack Clarke for 9 or 10 days, August, 1955, aged 77.” 


Geoffrey Wilson Cane 


Mr. Geoffrey Wilson Cane, who died on May 28, was 
born on April 6, 1914. He was apprenticed to Mr. J. 
Watson, of Port Melbourne, and was Gold Medallist of 
the Intermediate Year in the Victorian College of Phar- 
macy in 1934. 

After various relieving positions he eventually pur- 
chased the business of Mr. Gavin Williams, in High 
Street, Armadale, and later transferred to McKinnon. 
After a breakdown in health, Mr. Cane left retail phar- 
macy and joined the Ciba Company and until the time 
of his death was a leading detailer in Pharmaceutical 
Ethicals. 

All who knew Mr. Cane will regret his early death and 
sympathise with his wife, two daughters and son.

—while we vainly searched for a reason, a reason for 
being beautiful, a reason for being born, a meaning 
for life. 

_It really is rather important to have a meaning for 
life, isn’t it? Do you remember John Oxenham’s verse: 


“To every man there openeth a Way, 
And ways, and a way 

And the high soul pon the high way; 
And the low soul gropes the low; 

In between on the misty flats 

The rest drift to and fro.” 


So many drift through life, aimlessly, with no clear-cut 
purpose, no hopeful goal, no apparent meaning. 


Chores 


To many of us the daily chores, the dull routine of it, 
seems so meaningless; .. . preparing food, eating, wash- 
ing up, sweeping, washing dirty clothes, mending, iron- 
ing, more food, headaches, heartaches, occasional tran- 
sitory pleasures, more food with its preparing and clean- 
ing up, a little blessed sleep, then the same over and 
over again. . . . Why was I born at all? 


Or the day in the shop, or in the factory or the

Pharmacists 

We all agree, don’t we, that pharmacists perform a 
very meaningful role in the community. 

Normally, of course, we don’t give you a thought (a 
good reason for your being here this morning!) But 
when the moment of need comes, then we all expect 
you to be waiting behind your counter whatever the 
hour, with the wisdom of Solomon and the geniality of 
Jeremiah, to hand out the pain-killing or life-saving 
drugs.

You, the leaders of your profes- 
sion, realise that not only technical skill is necessary 
in pharmacists, but also character, integrity, probity, a 
high sense of responsibility and service, that is the 
mark of a profession as distinct from a business, isn’t 
it?): a code of honour, and some of the understanding 
and compassion of Christ. 

Well, we, the community you serve, note your high 
resolve with great satisfaction and approval. We who 
represent Christ’s Church, commend you greatly, and 
pray God’s rich blessing upon you and the profession 


you lead. 
A Living, or Life? 

But can we all say that life is full of meaning, each 
day so satisfying that we are forced on to our knees 
at night to thank God for another day of life? 

Is it enough just to get a living? Or to make money? 

The great Dame Sybil Thorndike said to me one day, 
talking about her own life: “I’ve always felt that mak- 
ing a living is not enough.” (Rather surprising from a 
woman who has risen to such heights in the world of 
drama?) “Two other things I’ve felt to be necessary, 
for everyone who wants to find a full meaning in life... 

“The first is to do something to make the world a 
better place, something to help those less fortunate than 
oneself.

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PRESENTATION OF FINAL EXAMINATION AND 
FELLOWSHIP DIPLOMAS 


STIRRING ADDRESS BY THE DIRECTOR OF 
EDUCATION 

There was an attendance of 300 people for the cere- 
mony of the Presentation of Final Examination and 
Fellowship Diplomas in the Public Lecture Theatre, 
University of Melbourne, on the evening of June 9. 

Sixty graduates received their Final Examination 
Diplomas and a number were presented in absentia. 
Three Fellowship Diplomas were also presented. 

In the absence from Melbourne of the President of 
the Society, the Vice-President, Mr. F. W. Johnson, 
presided. The address to the graduates was given by 
Major General A. H. Ramsay, C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O., B.Sc., 
the Director of Education. Graduates were introduced 
by the Dean of the College, Mr. A. T. S. Sissons, B.Sc., 
Dip.Ed., F.P.S. Mr. W. R. Iliffe, F.P.S., presented the 
Final Examination Diplomas, and Fellowship Diplomas 
were handed to the new Fellows by the Vice-President. 


The Chairman’s Opening Remarks 

The Chairman submitted an apology for the non- 
attendance of the President, Mr. Eric Scott, who was 
absent in another State on official business. 

He extended a warm welcome to the guest speaker, 
and said they were honoured by his presence and his 
ready acceptance of the invitation to address the 
graduates. Major General Ramsay, he said, was no 
stranger to Victorian pharmacy. His brother Mr. Keith 
Ramsay was a member of the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society; his wife was a pharmaceutical chemist 
and his daughter was a pharmaceutical chemist. 

He felt sure Major General Ramsay would forgive 
him if he suggested maybe he was proud of his relation- 
ship with pharmacy. Mr. Johnson congratulated the

graduates. He assured each and every one that progress 
in their chosen profession would be watched with inter- 
est. The College of the Society anticipated their con- 
tinued interest in the affairs of pharmacy, for it was 
from the ranks of the graduates that the leaders of the 
profession must come. He suggested that as the years 
rolled on they would look back on their student days 
with pleasure; pleasure that they had been able to enjoy 
with satisfaction their chosen career; pleasure from the 
friendships which had sprung from student days, not 
only with contemporaries but also with teachers who 
had diligently and faithfully guided them successfully 
along the early pathways of.their career. 
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Mr. Johnson extended a very special welcome to the 
parents and to the apprentice masters of the graduates. 

He said the teachers and the Council joined the 
parents in the pride they must feel in seeing son or 
daughter go forward to receive their diplomas. Their 
years of study would not have been successfully com- 
pleted without the love, guidance, encouragement and 
self sacrifice which had been evident. For this con- 
tribution he would thank them. 

To the Masters he said the years of apprenticeship 
were years most important to young people. Years 
when a young person’s character was being moulded,

It was a great pleasure for him to welcome Mr. W. R. 
lliffe, the President of the Pharmacy Board of Victoria, 
who later would present the Final Examination Cer- 
tificates. He extended a welcome also to other members 
of the Board who accompanied their President. 

Mr. Johnson said it was a pleasure also to welcome 
the Dean of the College, Mr. A. T. S. Sissons, and 
members of the teaching staff. To these ladies and 
gentlemen they owed an incalculable debt of gratitude 
and appreciation for which it was difficult to find words. 
They were very pleased to welcome them to this happy 
function. 

Mr. Johnson then introduced Major General Ramsay 
to the assembly. 

Major General Ramsay’s Address to the Graduates 

I must first thank you for the privilege of being with 
you tonight. I consider it an honour to have been 
asked to address the graduates. My qualifications are 
few, except perhaps that I am a chemist who has 
worked in another field, that of teaching chemistry. 
On the other hand, I seem to live in the midst of phar- 
macists, for there are many of them in our clan—my 
wife, my daughter, my brother and his wife, a brother- 
in-law, and three nephews and nieces—so indirectly 
from them I have learned something of pharmacy and 
pharmacists. 

At the outset I wish to congratulate all those graduat- 
ing tonight. I congratulate you on choosing a vocation 


which has required of you some real effort in order 
to qualify. 
the easy way. 


You have chosen the hard way rather than 
You have certainly had to live laborious

days in these last four years. I must congratulate you 
too on completing the course. I am sure your satis- 
faction must be shared by those who have helped to 
train you and by your parents who must have helped 
and enccuraged you over the years. I know you realise 
that your education is not complete. There is much 
more for you to learn either in the pharmacy, in the 
College, or in your association with fellow members of 
the Pharmaceutical Society. 

I know you realise that you are entering a profession 
with a great tradition—a profession regarded highly 
by our community. 

We have travelled far in chemistry since the days 
of the alchemists, and the drug chemists have more 
than kept pace with the advances in chemistry and in 
medical science. The apothecaries of the sixteenth 
century knew little of the nature of disease—neither a é 
the physicians, of course. Their 
and extracts—often made from the internal organs o 
snakes or toads or from ingredients even more repulsive E Commonwealth 
—may not have killed the patients. Perhaps they in- 


spired the patients with the belief that they were feeling dD C

He certainly undermined the whole doctrine of

of ensuring purity in the drugs they made. This 
insistence on chemical cleanliness and purity was bound 
to prepare the way for great leaps ahead. 
_ Real advances in chemistry, lifting it from an art 
into a science, came over one hundred years later when 
the chemists learned to base their theories not on their 
co but on hard facts. It is interesting to ue 
note that so many of the more famous chemists of ‘ C D ¢ es 
those days were physicians—Libavius, Van Helmont, or service 
John Mayow and others.

in the days when neither medicine nor pharmacy could oe eee 
be regarded as an exact science. AUSTRALIA 

I would like to remind you that yours is today an 


exact science, and that your vocation has the essential 
qualities of a profession. You have to undergo a 
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rigorous training, an essential in a profession. You aim 
to serve the community—often beyond what the Ame- 
ricans call “the line of duty.” All pharmacists must 
be prepared “to go the second mile” and to give that 
little additional service that means so much to those 
receiving it. As a layman I have learned to expect 
and to receive this kind of service from my chemist. 
The traditions of your profession demand that you give 
it cheerfully and willingly. The third mark of a’ pro- 
fession is that its members have a common professional 
interest with their fellows. You must be willing to 
share your knowledge and your experience with your 
colleagues. Business rivalry, if it exists, must take 
second place to professional co-operation and help. 
As one interested in education, I must say something 
about your College and the system of training it repre- 
sents—part in the College and part in the pharmacy. 
I believe this divided responsibility for your training 
to be a very sound method. I know from divergent 
views expressed by my chemist friends that I am 
venturing on dangerous ground here. But to me it 
seems that the growing complexity of your task, due 
to the rapid growth of our medical and pharmaceutical

knowledge, makes it impossible to go back to a purely 
apprenticeship method of training. The balance of 
training in the pharmacy and in the College seems 
to me to be in line with progressive thought on training 
methods today. 

We follow it in the training of our teachers, where 
the training is partly in the University or the Teachers’ 
College and partly in schools where the students work 
under the guidance of the most skilled of our teachers. 
The newest system of training our nurses (in this State 
and overseas) involves training in a School of Nursing 
and in the hospitals associated with the School. I hope 
our new Monash University will provide such training 
for our engineers, where there will be a close co- 
operation throughout the course between training in 
the University and training in industry. You are not 
alone in adopting your present method of training. 

In conclusion, I am reminded tonight of my own 
graduation, thirty-six years ago. I still remember the 
address to the graduates by our Professor of Chemistry, 
Professor Sir David Orme Masson. He put that cere- 
mony in its proper perspective when he reminded us 
that the University had taken us, at that stage, only 
part of the way along the road of knowledge. Our 
education was by no means complete; the University 
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had but opened up the road for us and had, he hoped, 
given us some insight into the methods by which we 
could travel further. 

This is true for you tonight because the College and 
the Master Pharmacists have but started you on the 
way. They have taught you how to meet the problems 
of today. But the problems of tomorrow are for you 
to solve, individually and as a body of professional 
men and women. What these problems will be we do 
not know today, for we expect great advances in your 
science in this rapidly changing world. Your College 
will have performed its task well if it has given you the 
means to meet and solve these problems of tomorrow. 

I wish you well on the road ahead. 


Presentation of Final Examination Certificates by the 
President of the Pharmacy Board 

Mr. W. R. Iliffe, President of the Pharmacy Board of 
Victoria, then presented Final Examination Diplomas 
to 60 graduates. 

Addressing the graduates he said: 

It is very gratifying to see so many parents and 
master pharmacists here tonight, demonstrating their 
interest in the graduates and giving them some en- 
couragement as they step out into their new sphere 
of responsibility. 

The parents must be very proud to realise that their 
sons and daughters have reached the goal they have 
aimed at over some four years hard training, and no 
less pleased that they are no longer a financial strain 
upon the home budget. 

The pharmacists to whom they were apprenticed 
must also feel a sense of pride in the knowledge that 
they have played an important part in the lives of 
these graduates. 

To you ex-students whose night it is, I offer the 
congraulations of myself and the Board upon your full 
entry into the noble profession of Pharmacy, and trust 
that you will feel proud of your achievement and 
strive at all times to do your share to keep Pharmacy 
on its present high plane. I hope you will remember 
with gratitude the help given and the sacrifices made 
by your parents and the patient way in which your 
master pharmacists put up with your vagaries and 
shortcomings during your apprenticeship. 

A third and very important memory to maintain all 
your life is the training you received at the College; 
to honour the lectorial and college staff by keeping 
up to the high standards they set you. Their interest 
in you during your course has been a very real interest 
and greater than you may have imagined. It will still 
remain as you continue your career. 

If the President will allow me to do so, I could 
suggest that you express your thanks to the College 
in a practical way by donating some portion of that 
first pay day as a qualified pharmacist towards the 
College Building Fund, and so help Mr. Sissons and 
his colleagues to train further students more efficiently. 

The Board, as the examining body, hopes that you 
have no hard thoughts about its members, and offers 
you any assistance you may need on the forensic side 
of Pharmacy. Never hesitate to let us know if you are 
in trouble, and remember that your problems will be 
small if you share them as they arrive, but that they 
will grow quite large if you keep them to yourselves 
too long. 

We do wish you a very successful future and express 
the pees that you will at all times be happy in your 
work.

The Dean of the College presented John Robinson 
Fisher, David Cairns Lumsden and Donald Charles 
Matthews to the Chairman, who handed them their 
Fellowship Diplomas. The Dean paid tribute to the 
high standard of work done by these members in the 
course for the Fellowship which he pointed out involved 
two or in some cases three years of post-graduate study.

QUEEN’S BIRTHDAY HONOURS 
DINNER TO ERIC SCOTT, Esq., O.B.E. 

About 40 guests drawn from the membership of the 
State Branch Committee of the Guild and leaders and 
executives of other organisa_ions in pharmacy sat down 
to dinner at Union House, University of Melbourne, on 
the night of June 23, under the chairmanship of Mr.

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Norman F. Keith, President of the Victorian Branch of 
the Guild, which had arranged the function in honour 
of Mr. Eric Scott, Federal President of the Guild and 
President of the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria, 
following the announcement in the recent Queen’s 
Birthday Honours List of his having been named as a 
recipient of the O.B.E. 
In welcoming those present, the chairman said they 
were met together to do honour to Mr. Scott. The toast 
was in the hands of Mr. Scott’s co-delegate on the 
S.B.C., Mr. J. D. Clarke. 
The Toast 
Mr. Clarke said it was his very happy lot this even- 
ing to propose the health of their very loved and able 
Federal President, on his having been created an Officer 
of the Most Excellent Order of the British Empire. 
(Applause.) 
This was an honour that fell to few men, for few had 
earned it. Mr. Scott had undoubtedly earned his 
honour. The citation read: 
“For services rendered to the Empire whether at 
home or abroad.” 
Ten members of this order were created within Aus- 
tralia on the occasion of the Queen’s Birthday, and Mr. 
Eric Scott was one of them. On a population basis, that 
made him a man in a million! 
Anyone in need of help could go to Erie Scott know- 
ing that his sound advice would be given for the asking. 
Whence came all his qualities? How did he get into 
such a position to be able to help people, to help phar- 
macy, and to help the people of Victoria and Australia 
in the way he had? a young man he was of the 
athletic type—a boxer of note, a footballer of great note 
(he played for Essendon!) and everyone knew how 
modest he was at all times. Eric had had his ups and 
downs, but he always came up. He had learned the 
hard way in North Queensland, and he eventually 
started in pharmacy. 
When the Guild came into being, Eric Scott was the 
logical man to put in charge of the Guild in Victoria. 
Mr. Scott had worked very hard for the Guild. He got 
a spade and dug foundations: he put in a good founda- 
tion because he knew a house would have to be built 
on that foundation and that it had to stand. He had 
associated with him a lot of other men who had vision, 
and they also worked very hard. So on through the 
early ’30’s, when it was hard to get 2/- out of anybody. 
Eric Scott had spent nights and days building some- 
thing—building something for pharmacy, for posterity 
in pharmacy. 
After being President of the Victorian Branch for 17 
ears, Mr. Scott was groomed to take over the Federal 
residency of the Guild from that great man of phar- 
macy, Alex McGibbony. (Applause.) Mr. McGibbony’s 
name, of course; was a byword in pharmacy through- 
out Australia, and Eric Scott had to follow in his foot- 
steps. It must have been a very hard task to follow a 
man so popular and revered as Mr. McGibbony. He 
had spent years in the continuing negotiations associa- 
ted with the original “free medicine” scheme, and those 
that took its place. The quality of the service to be 
given was his watchword, and Mr. Scott as the leader 
was the one who had to say, “We are not going to give 
any second best pharmaceutical service.” 
Mr. Scott had set an inspiring example of a life of 
service to his profession and to the community. When 
he received this honour it was followed by an enormous 
number of letters and telegrams of congratulation. On 
glancing through them, he saw that they were from all 
classes of people. He would just like to mention two 
of them. 
One read: “On behalf of my colleagues and myself, 
I offer sincere congratulations on the well-merited 
honour bestowed upon you.” That was signed by Mr. 
R. G. Menzies, Prime Minister. 
The second one read: “Congratulations on the timely 
recognition given by our Gracious Sovereign.” The 
signature on that telegram was “Your Honoured Son,” 
and of all the messages he received, he felt that Mr. 
Scott would prize that message most highly. (Applause.) 
The Chairman then passed the toast to Mr. W. R. 
lliffe, who had the longest association amongst those

Mr. Iliffe Supports the Toast 

. Mr. Iliffe expressed his thanks for having been given 
the opportunity of joining in this toast to Mr. Scott 
In the years when he travelled around the country 
with Mr. Scott he used to think that the worst thing 
that could possibly happen to him would be to speak 
after Mr. Scott. On one memorable occasion, the 21st 
birthday of the Geelong Chemists’ Association, the 
points he intended to make were all listed, and as Mr. 
Scott spoke he crossed them off one by one, until finally 
there was nothing left! (Laughter.) He found himself 
in much the same position in following Mr. Clarke. 

Actually he had been associated with Mr. Scott on 
the S.B.C. for some 23 years. During this time he had 
learnt a lot, and he had tried to forget a lot. At the 
time he joined the S.B.C. the Guild, in spite of the ef- 
forts of those who built it, was really in a pretty bad 
way. A meeting of the finance committee had been 
called to see if they could keep the organisation afloat 
financially. Those who knew Eric Scott would know 
that that would not please him at all. He certainly 
made them work. Anyone who wanted to be a member 
of Mr. Scott’s executive had to do as he was told at 
any time he was told, or else get out, and that was all 
there was to it. It made no difference whether the 
call came on a Saturday, a Sunday or a public holiday 
Although he was such a hard taskmaster, he thought 
they all enjoyed the work he gave them to do. They 
did this work very willingly, and they honoured the 
man who kept their noses to the grindstone. 

Beerbohm Tree had a saying that the best committee 
was a committee of three with two absent. (Laughter.) 
In effect, the Guild in those days worked with com- 
mittees of one, and personally he thought that, with 
the exception of the pricing committee, that had been 
the best way to run any of the committees. 

One fact that pleased him particularly was that the 
two O.B.E.’s that had been given to pharmacy up to 
the present had both been given to prominent Guild 
men, both of whom had been State and Federal Pre- 
sidents. (Applause.) It said a great deal for the work 
that had been done for the Guild, which had been de- 
scribed as the only organisation of its type in the world. 
He was quite convinced that Mr. Eric Scott, with his 
O.B.E., would know that those letters did not stand for 
“Oblivion, blindness and egotism.” He had never been 
oblivious or blind to their needs, and they knew him 
well enough to know he was no egotist. (Applause.) 

The Chairman then called upon Mr. K. L. C. Davies, 
a country member of the S.B.C., and a member of the 
Federal Council of the Guild, to support the toast. 


Support from the Country Members 

Mr. Davies said the Chairman usually called on him 
when he wanted something said in a very few words. 
because normally he was a man of few words. On this 
occasion he wished that he could elaborate considerably, 
because he deemed it a very great honour to be called 
upon, as a representative of the many country pharma- 
cists in the Guild, to speak at this function in honour 
of their very worthy Federal President, Mr. Eric Scott. 

It had always been his feeling that each and everyone 
was put on this earth to be of some service to his fellow 
members and people of his day and generation. He 
thought nobody had carried this philosophy into life 
a more worthy manner than Mr. Eric Scott. (Hear, 
near.) 

Mr. Davies said people often said to him, “How do 
you get the time, with all your other interests, to travel 
backwards and forwards to pharmaceutical meetings?” 
His reply invariably was, that when they had men such 
as Eric Scott at the head of the organisation, they could 
not but answer the challenge which was thrown out to 
them by the wonderful example of service he had set 
each and everyone of them. The least they could do 
was to try and support him. He felt that those were 
the sentiments of every member of the S.B.C. They 
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were 100 per cent. behind Mr. Scott in his efforts to 
build the efficiency of the organisation they represen- 
ted. They looked to Mr. Scott for drive and enthusiasm, 
and they knew that under his guidance and with his 
vigour and determination they would go on to greater 
(Applause.) 

Clarke then gave the toast, which was received 
with ‘musical honours. 


Mr. Scott’s Response 


Mr. Scott said tonight he felt nervous and embarrassed 
and he had been looking over his shoulder to see where 
this person of whom they were speaking was hiding. 
(Laughter.) 

When news of the honour that had come his way 
was published, his son-in-law told his younger son that 
his grandfather had got the O.B.E. When asked if he 
knew what the letters stood for, the grandson applied 
them in a way that was less flattering than the remarks 
addressed to him this evening! The “O” was rendered 
as “Old”: “E,” of course, became “Eric,” while the word 
applied to the descriptive “B” could be left to the 
imagination. (Laughter.) 

However, he was very conscious of the honour be- 
stowed, not on him, but on pharmacy, because after all, 
without the teamwork behind him, without the loyal 
support and the intelligent co-operation that had always 
been forthcoming from his colleagues, he would never 
have been heard of. He was greatly pleased to see 
pharmacy at last coming into the picture, because all 
his adult life he had fought for ideals, and the idea of 
a full and free pharmacy had been one of his ideals 
and one that he never ceased to press. 

It might-be hard for a lot of those who had never 
gone through a depression to see the two sides of this 
question. When the depression hit the country in 
1930, everyone suffered. Pharmacy was always a “small 
time, individual profession, unloved, uneconomic, 
carrying a lot of responsibility and receiving very little 
recognition or reward. Chemists then were individua- 
lists; they had no organisation. In saying this he was 
not decrying the great work of the Pharmaceutical 
Societies, and the Pharmacy Boards in the various 
States in their rigorous application of the laws; but 
their work was necessarily a job from on top—an Official 
job. On the other side, as expressed in the Guild, the 
rank and file of membership brought the life blood 
and vitality to the top. 

As he listened to what had been said this evening, 
he thought “There is one man deserving of all this 
more than I.” That man was Mr. A. W. McGibbony, 
who created the Guild out of nothing. He did it at a 
time when pharmacy was depressed, despondent, and 
they had dropped their bundle completely. Mr. McGib- 
bony lit the torch, and he could say this because he 
was an onlooker at the time. He attended the first 
meeting Mr. McGibbony held at the College of Phar- 
macy when he was even cat-called. His message did not 
get over then, but he knew this organisation could do 
the job he thought it could do. Within six months Mr. 
McGibbony had roped him, and many others, into the 
fold, and they realised that here was a man—a hard, 
practical Scotsman, but at the same time a man of 
ideals—who could achieve what he had set his heart 
upon. 

With perseverance his message got through the bar- 
riers of individualism and parochialism. Many joined 
the Guild in the depression years because nowhere else 
could they see a ray of hope. Here was a Federal or- 
ganisation offering ‘them something, the fulfilment of 
their ego. As individuals they had no power to resist 
those who depressed their conditions; but by getting 
together with the man on the other side of the road, 
however one might dislike him as a business competi- 
tor, they could form an organisation through which, 
collectively, they could hit back and get fulfilment of 
their dreams. 

The first impact was terrific. Then there was a lull, 
and they were scratching. Later, by methods of ex- 
pediency and hard work, they rallied meetings all over 
the Commonwealth and members gradually came to 
the Guild because they could see in it the fulfilment of

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their ideals, and they could see in it the promise of the 
first democratic organisation, in which they would have 
a chance to put forward their ideals and a chance of 


‘their ideas being accepted. Any member or any of- 


ficial in the Guild could put forward his ideas, and if 
they were sound they would be put forward in the 
Council. In many cases ideas presented in this way had 
been taken up and had become part of Guild policy. 

They were all striving to put pharmacy on an unas- 
sailable plane. It would be idle for anyone to say he 
had done a lot of work and had been impoverished by it. 
He had never had a more vital time than the 30 years he 
had spent in Guild work since 1928. At times he had 
been trying different methods to reach his goal. He 
had been defeated more often than he had won vic- 
tories, but gradually they were building the organisa- 
tion. Gradually chemists were coming to realise that 
they could more or less blindly follow the officials and 
they would not be led astray. That had been borne out 
very strongly by the recent appeal for one half of 1 
per cent. of turnover to put into a publicity idea. Al- 
though details could not be supplied, out of 1075 che- 
mists conducting a pharmacy in Victoria, 750 had signed 
their names giving approval. They had done this be- 
cause they had faith in their leaders. This imposed a 
very serious responsibility on the leaders. 

In the episodic years from 1930 to 1940, they had 
difficulty in keeping their head above water. First they 
faced the Boots campaign. At that time Mr. L. J. 
Thompson, their financial adviser, was in the witness 
box for two weeks giving facts and figures, and out of it 
resulted the fact that the registered pharmacist conduct- 
ing a business made on the average the princely sum 
of £300 a year. That had never been challenged, and 
that was what pharmacy was in the years 1930 to 1940. 
In 1938-39 Sir Walter Kinnear, an Englishman, was 
brought to Australia by the Lyons Government with the 
idea of introducing Nationa] Insurance. That campaign 
gave him his first insight into Federal affairs, and he 
was championed on one side by the late C. L. Butchers, 
and on the other by Mr. A. W. McGibbony. It was a 
very good preliminary for what was about to fall on 
him in later years. He wanted to say that he thought 
the three men who had done most to fashion him from a 
raw, unshaped lump of clay were the late C. L. But- 
chers, a master tactician; Mr. A. W. McGibbony, the 
greatest compromiser of all time; and Mr. L. J. Thomp- 
son, a master financial strategist: 

Even now they were too close to Mr. McGibbony to 
evaluate him properly; but in 50 years’ time he would 
go down in the history of pharmacy as one of the great- 
est men they had ever known. 

After outlining some of the negotiations in which 
they had been associated, Mr. Scott said as the recipient 
of this honour he was very happy and very proud that 
pharmacy had been so honoured, and he looked forward 
to future honours being bestowed on the leaders of the 
profession, so that pharmacy could go forward numbered 
amongst the professions that received the approval of 
the administration and the approval of the public for 
service given to the public. He thanked the State 
Branch Committee very much for this very generous 
gesture on their part and for the feelings they had 
expressed. (Applause.) 


Toast to Mr. McGibbony 

The Chairman then remarked that the O.B.E. awarded 
to Mr. Scott had been in the Federal sphere. The 
O.B.E. awarded on a previous occasion to Mr. A. W. 
McGibbony, was somewhat different. It had been 
awarded in connection with work he had done on the 
draft of a State Act. They were fortunate that Mr. 
Scott’s honour had come at a time when he was still a 
member of their State Branch Committee and fre- 
quently present with them, but at the time of Mr. Mc- 
Gibbony’s award he had retired from the S.B.C. He 
did not think they had ever really had an opportunity 
of toasting Mr. McGibbony’s health on the honour at- 
taching to his award of the O.B.E. He therefore asked 
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those present now to rise and honour a toast to Mr. 
McGibbony.

Mr. McGibbony’s Response 


Mr. McGibbony said he had broken two golden rules 
in being present on this occasion. In latter years he 
had made up his mind that he would never go out at 
night unless it was a very special occasion. His wife 
had said this was a special occasion. The second rule 
was that he would never address a gathering such as 
this. Mr. Scott knew his shortcomings as far as speech- 
making was concerned. He would far sooner argue 
around the table. However, he felt he must thank them 
for the kind expressions that had been made this even- 
ing concerning him. Over the years of his association 
in Guild affairs, he had had many experiences that were 
entertaining, and which if set down would make very 
interesting reading. He recalled that on one occasion 
during the war years he went to the Victoria Barracks in 
Melbourne to interview Mr. Chifley, then Prime Minis- 
ter, and Mr. Holloway, the Minister for Health. He 
was accompanied by Mr. Scott and Mr. T. G. Allen, who 
at that time combined the duties of Federal Secretary 
of the Guild with his other responsibilities. Mr. Chif- 
ley’s first question was, “Who are you? Whom do you 
represent?” When he was able to assure the Prime 
Minister that they were a Federal organisation, he said 
he would listen to them. He would not have negotiated 
with a State body 

Mr. McGibbony said he would like to take this op- 
portunity of expressing the pleasure he felt that Mr. 
Scott had been honoured with the award of the O.B.E. 
He had brought with him this evening for inspection 
by those present the insignia of the Order that had been 
presented to him. He said he would be able to give 
Mr. Scott some hints on the procedure that would be 
followed when the Governor-General pinned this in- 
signia to his lapel. (Applause.)

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ister of Health published in the Commonwealth Gazette 
was tabled and the Board directed that further details 
be obtained before determining what action it should 
take. 

Eighty-First Annual Report of the Board.—The Regis- 
trar reported that this was now in rough draft and sug- 
gested that copies be sent to chemists throughout the 
State, together with the printed statement concerning 
the policy and function of the Board, which was being 
prepared. The suggestion was adopted. 

Safety Device for Medicine Bottles.—The President 
said a patent type of bottle had been submitted by the 
inventor for the Board’s comments. The sample, which 
was fitted with a closure operated by slots and notches, 
was examined by the Board members. The inventor 
claimed that the container could not be opened by chil- 
dren. After inspection of the model the Board intimated 
that it was in favour of any device which would mini- 
mise the risk of accidental poisoning of children and 
agreed that this comment be conveyed to the inquirer. 

Illegal Supply of Rectified Spirit—A suburban chem- 
ist attended the meeting of the Board at 12 noon to fur- 
nish explanations and give such information as the Board 
might require concerning the alleged sale by him over 
the counter of a quantity of rectified spirit. 

The chemist admitted the sale as reported by officers 
of the Department of Trade and Customs. He said the 
purchaser was a foreigner who spoke little English. He 
had never supplied any other person and had supplied 
only the two bottles on the one ocasion to the person in 
question. He regretted the action and undertook not to 
offend again. After being admonished by the President, 
the chemist withdrew. 

Poisons Information Centres.—The Board received a 
further report from Mr. Borowski of the proposal that 
pending establishment of a permanent poisons centre 
as envisaged by the Department of Health, interim pro- 
vision should be made for making available through 
pharmacy, details of poisonous ingredients of proprietary 
and other preparations, particularly those in common 
use. He submitted an outline of a proposed scheme. 
After consideration the Board felt that the adoption of 
the plan submitted in full was beyond its resources and 
finance, but resolved that the Department of Health 
be advised that it was prepared, in conjunction with 
officers of the Society and the College of Pharmacy to 
furnish technical information in regard to poisons and 
substances containing poisonous ingredients in emer- 
gency or upon request. 

Financial.—_The Hon. Treasurer submitted the monthly 
financial statement and accounts totalling £1,098/19/2 
were passed for payment. 

Specified Drugs for Veterinary Use.—After the lun- 
cheon adjournment the Board received Mr. N. F. Keith, 
President of the Victorian Branch of the Guild, I. de V. 
Montgomery, and H. A. Rhodes, representing the Vic- 
torian Division of the Australian Veterinary Association, 
for a discussion on the Regulations relating to the supply 
of Specified Drugs for veterinary purposes. 


During the discussion it was asserted:— 


(1) That chemists were supplying Specified Drugs 
which by law they could not legally sell; 


(2) That some veterinary surgeons had shops from 
which they and their lay assistants in their absence, 
were selling Specified Drugs illegally; 

(3) Stock and station agents, pastoral companies, iron- 
mongers and semi-wholesalers were flagrantly disregard- 
ing the law and selling prohibited lines. 


The representatives of the Veterinary Association sug- 
gested that regulations should be policed strictly, or 
should be modified. They intimated that they were in 
favour of the enforcement of the regulations as they 
now stood. A long discussion ensued, at the conclusion 
of which the President intimated that the Board would 
seriously consider all of the matters that had been placed 
before it. 

The meeting then terminated.

Journal Report.—Mr. Cossar reported on matters dealt 
with at the meeting of the Committee of Management 
of the Journal held on June 9. 

Legal Advice.—It was reported at the May Meeting 
that a chemist who had transferred from New South 
Wales and proposed to open in business had availed 
himself of the offer to have the draft lease of his 
premises examined by Mr. Maxwell E. Dunn, the P.D.L. 
solicitor. The solicitor’s reply (not to hand until after 
the May Meeting) was that the lease was reasonable 
with the exception of some paragraphs which he enu- 
merated. The Secretary said the member was grateful 
for the assistance and advice given, and had subse- 
quently engaged Mr. Dunn privately to negotiate this 
lease on his behalf, and also to handle the transfer of 
a private property that he would occupy as his home. 

Inquiries from two other members concerning leases, 
and from another member in reference to the possible 
handling of his business in the event of his death, had 
been handled during the month by the solicitor. 

Claims.—A small claim that arose during the week 
prior to the meeting had been settled with the con- 
currence of Melbourne Fire Office Ltd. 

Articles of Association—Re Range of Investments.— 
The Secretary reported that the Directors’ views on 
this matter had been conveyed to members of the 
Federal Council of P.D.L. and to the Branch Secretaries 
by letter dated June 4. Copies of this letter had been 
forwarded to the Directors with the notice of meeting. 
Mr. Cossar commented that it was a very clear descrip- 
tion of what the Directors were trying to do. 

Mr. H. D. B. Cox, a member of the Federal Council, 
had replied stating that he would decidedly favour the 
suggestions of the Directors as set out in the Secretary’s 
letter. He would bring the matter before the next 
meeting of the N.S.W. Local Board, which, he felt, 
would agree with what was proposed. 

In the course of discussion, Mr. Cossar (Hon. Trea- 
surer) raised the question of whether power should be 
taken at this stage to invest, if thought desirable, in 
real estate. Even though there would be no immediate 
desire or prospect of employing the funds of the com- 
pany in this avenue of investment, he felt that now 
would be the time to take the power so that it would 
save another approach to the members on what was 
essentially a simple variant of the main principle. Mr.

To a member, expressing appreciation of his interest 
in merchandising. Pointing out that before very long 
there will be introduced to Queensland advertising and 
merchandising developments which should be of interest 
to all Guild members. When the proposals were being 
launched in this State, the Committee would be grateful 
to have the assistance of as many members as possible. 


To the Secretary, Master Pharmacists of Toowoomba, 
advising that the Committee considered that the true 
picture concerning Heinz was placed before all Guild 
members in the letter which was issued recently. As 
this communication covered all angles, the Committee 
felt that no good purpose would be served by further 
reiteration thereon. 


Letter to Guild members who do not get the pricing 
service. Furnishing them with latest list of profes- 
sional fees and inviting them to become subscribers 
to the Pricing Service—The Secretary reported that 
since sending this letter to 11 Guild members three had 
agreed to subscribe to the Pricing Service. After dis- 
cussion, it was agreed that another letter be sent to 
the remaining Guild members who are not securing 
the Pricing Service. This letter would be sent when 
the annual subscription notice is distributed. 


From Federal Secretary, (1) Forwarding copy of letter 
received from the Ethical Manufacturers’ Association 
regarding the suggestion put forward by this Branch 
concerning the size of manufacturers’ propaganda 
literature. 


(2) Forwarding copy of letter sent to the Minister 
for Health, Dr. D. A. Cameron, concerning the Minister’s 
determination on P.M.S. 


From Dr. P. R. Patrick, Chief Medical Officer, Depart- 
ment of Health, seeking the assistance of chemists in 
the Brisbane area in the distribution of Salk Vaccine 
for the older age group.—Reply, furnishing Dr. Patrick 
with list of chemists in the Brisbane area and copy of 
letter issued by the Guild to all members in the area, 
seeking their assistance in this matter. 


Letter from Dr. Patrick, advising the Department is 
deeply appreciative of the Guild’s prompt response and 
ready co-operation. 


Mr. Nichol reported that during Mr. Lenehan’s 
absence in Melbourne during the previous week, Dr. 
Patrick had called on him and had assured him that 
the Department was very anxious to have the Guild’s 
co-operation in the Department’s work in connection 
with Salk vaccination for adults. He had said that it 
was hoped to have forms available from the various 
pharmacies, and that people who wished to be vacci- 
nated could leave their completed forms at the phar- 
macies. Mr. Nichol said he had promised Dr. Patrick 
the Guild’s support and assistance, and he had re- 
quested the Secretary to distribute the circular letter 
to all Guild members in the Brisbane area. 


From Pharmaceutical Defence Ltd. (Head Office, Mel- 
bourne), furnishing for information the main provisions 
relating to Lay-By and Hire Purchase in the various 
States of the Commonwealth.—After discussion, Mr. 
Nichol and Mr. Eberhardt agreed to peruse the infor- 
mation on this subject. 


Dentaperle——Mr. Nichol said that while Mr. Lenehan 
was in Melbourne he had requested the Secretary to 
advise members that the Guild was not in accord with 
the appointment of sole agencies, as was proposed by 
the manufacturers of Dentaperle. Mr. Nichol said he 
felt it was advisable to notify members, particularly 
those who had not been Guild members for very long, 
of the Guild’s attitude to such proposals. The Vice- 
President’s action in this matter was endorsed.

PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY 
Annual Dinner to New Graduates 

The annual complimentary dinner to newly qualified 
members was held in the Pier Hotel, Glenelg, on May 
29, when about 65 participated in welcoming the 23 
who passed their “Finals” in November, 1957, and Feb- 
ruary, 1958. : 

After the President, Mr. D. J. Penhall, had given the 
loyal toast, the meal was concluded before the toast- 
master, Mr. A. N. Gould, called upon the Treasurer of 
the Board to present the Standard Certificates and to 
welcome the guests. 

Presentation of Certificates by Mr. D. C. Hill 

Mr. D. C. Hill, in carrying out this section of the pro- 
gramme, spoke at some length on his subject. 

First, on behalf of the Pharmacy Board and all other 
pharmacists, he offered congratulations on the com- 
pletion of the required course of studies. 

This completion signified a beginning of member- 
ship of a noble profession and the chance to complete 
a career as a pharmacist.

Each newly qualified member had therefore begun to 
build in the same way as a home is built by putting 
down solid foundations. 

Up to date all of their materials had come largely 
from others—their parents’ home, their church, their 
school teachers, their lecturers at the University, and 
friends. 

In the future the kind of building which each would 
erect on these foundations depended more upon each 
individual concerned. In building their own lives they 
would be both architect and builder. Therefore they 
must keep in mind that a good building is always ad- 
mired, irrespective of_its size. 

In their building he exhorted them to remember that 
the present so-called dangers and threats to pharmacy 
were nothing new in a fundamental sense and were 
there to be overcome. 

Mr. Hill said that in his opinion the greatest dangers 
existed within Pharmacy itself. Two were of major 
importance, namely—(1) the growing number of phar- 
macists who sell anything from seeds to sinks, toys to 
tongs, as well as jewellery, books, wireless sets, or any- 
thing as long as it means a sale. 

In the long run, such merchandising means economic 
suicide for the majority who attempt it, simply because 
such a policy does not uphold the traditions of Phar- 
macy as an individual profession. 

As pharmacists, each newly qualified member had 
the right to the special place of trust in the commu- 
nity which most of the profession enjoyed. They could 
best carry on that tradition by supplying a good service 
and ky specialising in those activities for which they 
had some training and some knowledge. In other 
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words, “specialise in those things which people expect 
to find in a chemist shop.” (2) The second trend was 
not peculiar to Pharmacy, being more widespread in 
the hurly-burly of modern life. This big danger was 
the lowering of personal standards—standards of work 
—standards of behaviour—standards of ethics. 

In Pharmacy, some of the things to avoid were un- 
tidy dress, careless labels, indifferent attention to dis- 
pensing particularly, the selling of restricted prepara- 
tions without adhering to the legal requirement that a 
prescription be presented. 

He continued: As you start tonight on your careers, 
I want to leave the thought with each of you that these 
trends must not be followed. If you fail in these mat- 
ters, you cannot build well on your present founda- 
tion and you cannot earn your respective places in the 
community. Take with you the wishes of all present 
for the very best of luck and happiness in your pro- 
fessional lives. 

Mr. Hill then called each of the young pharmacists 
forward to receive their certificates, amidst acclama- 
tion.

Finally, the Treasurer called for Mr. Leon Bajev. In 
so doing he told the gathering that Mr. Bajev kad 
qualified originally in Yugoslavia, and had come to 
South Australia in recent years. He had been suc- 
cessful in passing the subjects required in Adelaide, 
and was now a registered pharmacist of this country. 
(Applause.) 

Toast Proposed 

The toast of the newly qualified pharmacists was 
given by the Vice-President of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety, Mr. K. D. Johnson. 

The speaker opened his remarks with general con- 
gratulations and a particular word for Mr. Bajev. He 
also contrasted the number of women recipients of 
certificates of 1957, when eleven were in the Final class, 
with the single member who had to contend in 1958 
with an overwhelming number of men. 

He went on to say: The Pharmaceutical Society was 
founded in 1885, some 73 years ago, when South Aus- 
tralia was only 49 years old. 

The purposes for which our Society is established 
are:— 

1. “To advance and encourage the study and applica- 
tion of Pharmaceutical Science and all branches of 
science allied thereto.” 

2. “To support and protect the character, professional 
status and general interests of all members.

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As Vice-President he wished the newly qualified 
members to link those objectives with four thoughts:— 


A. The Practical Nature of the Course 

The course and method of training which has been 
successfully negotiated has been devised with these 
objectives in mind. 

The content has changed with the years (as in 1953), 
but the character of the course has not altered. 

Its character is related to the requirement of being 
a practical pharmacist. The newly qualified can prac- 
tise immediately upon qualification and give service to 
the community. 

In the future the contents of the course will con- 
tinue to change. There will be many new scientific 
developments, the knowledge of which must be ab- 
sorbed and used. There will also be a gain of experi- 
ence and broadening of outlook. 

In this progress, the practical requirements of the 
profession must not be overlooked. The physician is

similarly placed, and his training system will also 
change; he has a background of scientific knowledge, 
but must have a practical approach to daily problems. 
His practice is an extension of his course. 

B. Do Not Underrate Your Knowledge 

The knowledge of a pharmacist is unique and special. 
* is not inferior to Science or Medicine. It is equiva- 
ent 

A pharmacist is a legal custodian of drugs and cura- 
tive agents. It is a centuries old privilege which must 
be jealously guarded and outspokenly maintained. 

The adoption of subservient attitude, particularly to 
other professions, is totally wrong. 

Mr. Johnson then referred to a number of inquiries 
which had been directed to him by scientists, each of 
which dealt with a simple pharmaceutical matter, which 
were taken for granted by the members of the phar- 
maceutical profession. 

Continuing, he said: I therefore urge you to resolve 
that you must know all about drugs, especially the 
modern agents—their character, their presentation, their 
stability, ete. That is the unique role of a pharmacist. 
C. The Moral Aspect of Pharmaceutical Practice 

The American Federation for Pharmaceutical Educa- 
tion investigated and reported :— 

“After all has been said and done, it may be“con- 
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cluded that the outstanding factor determining the 
future of the profession of Pharmacy is fundament- 
ally moral. In other words, the profession must con- 
tain a great proportion of members who are very 
jealous of the high reputation of their profession and 
who, by co-operation and determination, have a pride 
in that reputation.” 
There are many restrictions in Pharmacy—the nature 
of substances handled makes this necessary. These 
strictures are not petty—careful study has been given 
to each-—they all protect the interests of the public. 
Nothing betrays the reputation of the profession more 
than a flagrant disregard of these legal requirements. 
All pharmacists have an obligation to each other, to 
the community and to maintain professional standards. 
I wish to express the sincere hope that, in embarking 
on your career, you will each resolve to observe and 
strengthen the moral tradition of the profession. 
D. Relationship with the Pharmaceutical Society and 
Kindred Bodies 
The strength of any organisation rests with the mem- 
bers. Strength is not only in numbers but in the ac- 
tivity of the individuals. : 
There is a vital need for active participation: it is 
essential that you attend meetings, nominate for elec- 
tions and take part in social gatherings.

Each of you can quite easily become active by rais- 
ing a voice in matters relating to your Society or to 
the kindred body, the Guild. 

Remember, Australia is a young people’s country, 
which requires and demands active participation in 
affairs. 

Never lose sight of the fact that Australia is awaken- 
ing—we have, for example, the Snowy River Scheme; 
our increasing number of oil refineries; the immense 
motor-car industry; the steel mills; the rise in recent 
decades of p»pulation, both natural and by migration. 

Parallel] with these developments we have the rapidly 
expanding pharmaceutical industry, in which each of 
you has a vital part to play. 

In closing, I would like to summarise my remarks:— 

1. You must help to maintain the practical viewpoint 

in the training. Do not produce scientists, but pro- 
duce citizens who serve the community well. 

2. Be cognisant of your knowledge as a pharmacist. 

Do not under-rate its value. 
Enhance it and develop it by post-graduate study. 
Do not be afraid to show and use your knowledge. 
3. Be jealous of and guard your professional reputa- 
tion. 
Recognise legal restrictions for what they are, 
namely, protection for the community. 
Observe them and fulfil your obligation to your- 
self, your fellow-pharmacist, and the community. 
4. Take an active part in the affairs of the profession. 
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Raise your voice and participate. 
(Prolonged applause.) 
Response 

The toastmaster then cailed upon Mr. Alex. Martin 
to respond on behalf of the guests. 

He spoke first of the general appreciation of his group 
for the kind words and helpful advice given by the 
proposer of the toast. 

He then thanked each of the individual lecturers of 
the Pharmacy Department for their help and guid- 
ance, 

Each member of the group had found the four years 
of study stimulating, particularly the fourth year with 
the diversified subjects included. 

During those years they had tried, and he thought 
succeeded, in keeping up with the tradition that the 
Pharmacy Students’ Association was the most active of 
such bodies within the University. 

Similarly, according to custom, they had frequently 
been informed that they “were the worst group ever,” 
but nevertheless had passed the examinations at the 
end of the year. 

In conclusion, Mr. Martin expressed thanks to the 
Society for the excellent dinner, and also voiced his 
best wishes to the Board and the Guild. 

At this stage Mr. Gould drew the attention of those 
present to the fact that Argall the son had just re- 
ceived his certificate in the presence of his father, Phil. 
Argall, a well-known pharmacist. (Applause.) 

Gold and Silver Medals Presented 


The President, Mr. D. J. Penhall, then rose to pre- 
sent the gold and silver medals. In his opening re- 
marks he welcomed all older members, Professor Jor- 
don, and those who had recently qualified. 

He told the assembly that Mr. J. C. White, the grand- 
son of the 1896 founder of the Gold Medal, was pre- 
sent, and that the wishes of the late J. C. White, that 
the award should be for excellence in pharmacy, was 
being maintained. 

The system had changed from time to time over the 
past decades. It had now developed into one which 
made the award into one for merit in all four years 
of study. 

Under this system the young entrant could set out 
to win in the earlier years of lectures. Winning the 
medal was neither a mere fluke nor the outcome of a 
too generous society; on the contrary, it came by rea- 
son of four years of effort. 

Winners could not consider they had been successful 
without the help given in their homes and the interest 
of their masters. 

The Gold Medal had been awarded to Mr. Humphrey 
George, an apprentice of Mr. D. O’Reilly, and the Sil- 
ver Medal for the runner-up to Mr. John Redmond, an 
apprentice of Mr. W. Chappel. 

In presenting the respective medals the President 
wished them like success in the future. (Applause.)

The Treasurer, Mr. A. A. Russell, then proposed the 
toast of “The Medallists.” 

He said that the presentations marked the award of 
two medals for the second year in succession. His 
pleasure in proposing the toast was heightened by the 
fact that the Gold Medal to Mr. George was a culmina- 
tion of his winning the Patterson prizes in his first 
and second year of studies and the Parke Davis trip 
to Sydney in the third year—in all a truly meritorious 
effort. Similarly, John Redmond had earned distinc- 
tion passes in each of the three earlier years; hence 
both had earned the warmest congratulations. 

These winners had been helped by the strong com- 
petition of other aspirants to the honours in their class, 
and thereby owed them some credit. 

Responses 

The toastmaster then called on Mr. Humphrey 
George, who thanked Mr. Penhall and Mr. Russell for 
their complimentary remarks. He was proud to receive 
the medal and wished to acknowledge the help re- 
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ceived from his mother, his master, Mr. Dom. O’Rielly, 
the lecturers in the Pharmacy Department, as well as 
those in the Inorganic and the Organic Chemistry de- 
partments. (Applause.) 

Mr. Redmond briefly expressed his thanks, and par- 
ticularly spoke of the excellent dinner all had enjoyed. 
Pharmaceutical techniques and business success meant 
co-operation between individuals in the profession, and 
hence the need for frequent comings together at social 
functions. 

The Kodak Prize 

Mr. Ray Jones then presented the Kodak Prize to 
Mr. Humphrey George, making a few appropriate re- 
marks. A suitable acknowledgment was made by the 
recipient. 

“Top Distinction” Prizes 

The President then handed to Mr. John Jelfs his two 
book prizes. In so doing he pointed out that John 
was making history in that this was the first year in 
which the Council had provided a special prize for 
the top distinction prize in the final year of studies. 
To this he had added the Neville Tonkin Prize for top 
place in Pharmacology, and so made a distinguished 
ending to his studies to become a registered pharma- 
cist. 

Mr. Jelfs, in reply, spoke of the fact that he had 
found the 4th year of studies of much interest and a 
challenge. He wished to thank his master, Mr. A. Lean, 
of Harcourt Gardens, for his considerable help and 
guidance during his four years of apprenticeship. In 
his opinion, the dual training system gave the newly 
qualified the best possible start in the profession; there- 
fore, any move to alter that system would be to the 
detriment of the course. He hoped that no such move 
would ever be made. (Applause.) 


“The Masters” 
Mr. Gould then asked Mr. J. McKenzie to speak in 
support of the toast of “The Masters.” 
The proposer mentioned the search which he and 
others had been forced to undertake to find a master 


willing to take them into their pharmacy as very raw 
recruits. 

In the pharmacies they learnt many of the first prin- 
ciples upon which their ultimate success depended. This 
experience could be attained in no other way, and it 
= good that they learnt those principles early in 
ife. 

Each of his group therefore Drape of their indebted- 
ness, and would join the ranks and memberships, so 
that the standard could be ye ately maintained. At 
least some of them expected to become working execu- 
tives. 

Mr. A. Lean, in reply, voiced special congratulations 
to Miss Fay Paterson, the only girl in the 1957 class. 

It was pleasing to know that the efforts of the master 
generation of pharmacists were still an important factor 
in the minds of at least senior students, and that the 
newly qualified were alive to their responsibilities to 
their profession. He hoped they would all prove jealous 
of their heritage, because the future of Pharmacy would 
soon rest upon their young shoulders, both as indi- 
viduals and as members of the various controlling 


bodies. 
“The Lectorial Staff” 

The toastmaster then called on Mr. John Jackson 
to give “The Lectorial Staff.” 

Mr. Jackson briefly set out the important influence 
which the various lecturers had upon students and their 
willingness to assist in difficulties which could not 
otherwise be satisfactorily overcome. He expressed 
pleasure in finding Professor Jordon arnongst the guests 
of the evening, as he was so actively interested in pro- 
viding the best possible course of instruction. 

All pharmacists in S.A. and many in the other States 
regretted that Mr. Lipsham was to retire at the end 
of the year from his position as senior lecturer. 

Others of note in the Pharmacy Department were 
Mr. R. Anderson, who at present is away in U.S.A. on 
his Pfeiffer Scholarship, and Mr. A. Bowey, who had 
just relinquished his position to enter retail Pharmacy. 
The lecturers at present actively engaged were Mr. B. 
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Stock and Mr. R. Billing, both of whom were also 
studying for degrees, the former in Science and the lat- 
ter in Economics. 

The most prominent of the part-time lecturers were 
Mr. Penhall, Mr. Porter and Mr. McCarthy. 

In the other departments of the University the many 
lecturers played a big part in educating students in 
Pharmacy. He therefore asked the gathering to drink 
proudly the toast to a group of men well capable of 
undertaking their duties. 

Although the hour was already late, the President, 
Mr. D. Penhall, at this stage asked Professor D. O. 
Jordon to speak. 

The professor said that he wished to compliment the 
Pharmaceutical Society upon holding such a function. 
It was an admirable idea, which must be of great help 
to new graduates with the difficulties of entering upon 
their professional duties. 

As a non-pharmacist he frequently found himself 
not quite sure whether he was dealing with the Society, 
the Board, the Guild or some other section. The many 
activities within official Pharmacy each seemed to be 
of importance in one particular field. Pharmacy was 
a complex undertaking and a stimulating one, particu- 
larly to the newly qualified. He wished them well in 
their future lives. (Applause.) 

Mr. Gould said he had no need to introduce the 
responder to Mr. Jackson’s toast. 

Mr. Lipsham, speaking against the clock, pointed out 
that many of the remarks made during the evening 
about the Pharmacy Department and its staff could not 
nave been made but for the introductory training 
given to students in other departments of the Uni- 
versity. On behalf of other lecturers, he thanked Mr. 
Jackson and those present for the toast. 

The President then closed the function with a few 
words of thanks to those in attendance.

THE GUILD Meeting 


The State Branch Committee of the South Australian 
Branch of the Guild met at 61 Gawler Place, Adelaide, 
on June 9, at 7.30 p.m. 

Present.—Messrs. E. L. Miller, A. A. Russell, R. R. 
Patrick, A. G. Lean, J. C. Measday, Walter C. Cotterell,

Present by Invitation.—Mr. E. Scott, Federal Presi- 
dent, Messrs. G. H. Dallimore, R. W. Feller, K. G. Atti- 
will, and the Federal Secretary, Mr. T. B. Evans. 

Accreditation of Wholesalers.—Letter from the Federal 
Secretary was read. As this letter indicated that the 
Guild’s solicitor was dealing with the matter, it was 
decided to defer action until a reply was received from 
him. 

Merchandising Scheme.—Secretary reported that a list 
of all members in South Australia had been made avail- 
able to the Chairman, Mr. Patrick. 

Prices Department.—The President reported on the 
meeting with the Prices Commissioner, Mr. Murphy. 
Although the discussion lasted for two hours he did not 
consider that anything worth while had been derived 
from the meeting. Altogether it had been a frustrating 
and unsatisfactory interview. 

Mr. Cotterell and Mr. Russell supported these remarks. 

It was resolved that the Secretary be authorised to 
interview the Prices Department and— 

1. Check the financial figures used by the Prices Com- 
missioner, and 

2. Obtain from the Prices Commissioner an assurance 
in writing that a reasonable increase would be given if 
the result of the proposed investigation of dispensing 
times is proved to be reasonably in accord with the 
figures submitted by the Guild some two years ago. 
The Secretary was also directed to write to the Queens- 
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land Branch and seek an assurance from them that there 
was no contemplation of a further reduction in their 
fees by the Prices Commissioner in that State. 

List of Chemist-Only Lines.—Mr. Patrick explained 
the difficulty of presenting an appropriate remit to 
Federal Council, dealing with chemist-only lines. It 
was decided that such a remit should be deferred until 
the consequences of the requests to manufacturers and 
wholesalers to submit to their products being listed as 
P.A.T.A. Chemist-Only Lines be ascertained. 

Goanna Oil and Salve.—The Secretary reported that 
the new prices for these lines had been circulated to 
members. It was decided that the President report the 
new prices to the Retail Storekeepers’ Association for 
their information. 

Blue Cross Association.—The President reported on 
the submission made to the Blue Cross Association Con- 
ference and tabled and read a letter from the Secretary, 
Mr. Cade, which indicated that the Blue Cross were re- 
questing similar statistics to be presented by the other 
States and also that the president of the South Aus- 
tralian Branch should keep in touch with the Mutual 
Hospital Association. 

Medical Supplies Available through Eudunda Farmers’ 
Co-op. Society.—It was decided that a letter be written 
to the manager of the Eudunda Farmers’ Co-op. Society 
Ltd., giving details of the complaint. 

Price List Amendments.—The Secretary presented a 
statement showing the estimated cost of amendments 
for the year. In view of the fact that the next year would 
bear heavier costs due to the printing of more pages for 
the Retail Price List, it was resolved that the pricing 
service fee from July 1, 1958, would be £5/5/- per annum. 
in lieu of £4/4/- as previously. 

Sundries Price List.—Mr. Cotterell reported that this 
list was now available and it was resolved that it be 
printed locally and circulated to all members. 

A.A.N.Z. Association for Advancement of Science.— 
The Secretary advised that the date had been changed 
from Thursday, August 21, to Tuesday, August 26, that 
Mr. F. H. Bedford, of Melbourne, had consented to pre- 
sent a paper, and had advised that the altered date did 
not inconvenience him. 

It was decided that a booking be made at the Y.W.C.A. 
Hall, North Adelaide, and that the Secretary be in- 
structed to see that a suitable supper was arranged. 

Federal Office—The report of the Federal President, 
dated May 15, which had been circulated to all mem- 
bers, was discussed and received. The Federal President 
then addressed the meeting. The chief subjects mentioned 
by him covered the new P.M.S. Dispensing Fee, the 
result of discussion with the Commonwealth Health 
Department, the Ipana Sales Contract, and Colgate 
Christmas Pack; also the TV advertising campaign. 

Federal Merchandising Service.—Letter dated May 16, 
dealing with the Ipana Contract, was fully discussed. 
The importance of the merchandising of this line by all 
Guild chemists was stressed and was a matter that the 
new Merchandising Discussion Groups now being formed 
could deal with. 

Heinz Baby Foods.—Letter from Mr. E. F. Williams, 
of Penola, was read.

A reply had 
been received intimating that there had never been any 
restriction on the sales of Ferrania Colour Film and 
that it was not confined to chemists or photography 
businesses. 

Gilseal Bulletin.—The Secretary advised that from time 
to time requests were made by certain agents and whole- 
salers for items to be incorporated in the Gilseal 
Bulletin concerning new lines, which were purely of an 
advertising nature. If this practice became well known, 
the number of notices to be inserted would undoubtedly 
increase.
